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The Cavalry School—Past and Present

As LONG ago as the year 1863 Harper’s Weekly, in an 
editorial on the United States Military Academy at West 
Point, after speaking in highly commendatory terms of that 
institution, said: “The experience of the war just over (Civil 
War) proves satisfactorily that, in addition to the education 
which West Point supplies, it is necessary to have schools of 
application and practice.” In support of this it quoted John 
C. Calhoun as saying, in one of his reports as Secretary of 
War, that: “Whatever degree of perfection may be given to 
the Military Academy at West Point as an elementary school, 
wy yet our military education in the higher branches of the art 
™ of war must remain imperfect without 4 school of applica- 
4 tion and practice.” It is a far cry from the time of these 
utterances to the present day, but a little research into rec- 
Brig. Gen. E.E. Booth ords at hand proves that the same idea has existed ever since 
Ft. Riley, Kans. in Congress and throughout the country. 

The history of the school is closely interwoven with the 
history of Ft. Riley, and to tell the story of the school one must begin with 
the story of the past. There is much of historical interest surrounding this 
locality. With its important rivers, high hills, heavily timbered valleys, and 
rich soil, it was a locality of great importance to the Indians, and early 
attracted the attention of explorers and adventurers. 


_ This locality, present site of the Cavalry School, was so far removed from respon- 
sible authority that, in 1806, three years after the Louisiana Purchase, of which 
Kansas was a part, Lt. Z. M. Pike, found the Spanish flag still flying over the 
Pawnee’s village on the Kaw. No progress toward settlement had ever been made 
as late as 1845, when Fremont, the Pathfinder, visited the present site of Ft. Riley 
on his memorable expedition through the Rockies. Along in 1852 the red man of 
this part of the country had become so hostile to the white man that effective measures 
had to be taken to protect the movement of caravans westward bound over the Santa Fe 
Trail. In October of the same year Maj. E. A. Ogden, quartermaster at Ft. Leaven- 
worth, was ordered to select a suitable site for an advanced station near the junction 
of the Smoky Hill and Republican Rivers. This was the beginning of Ft. Riley, 
named in honor of Maj. Gen. Bennett Riley, of Buffalo, N. Y. 

The first troop to be stationed at Ft. Riley was Troop “B,” 1st Dragoons, under 
command of Maj. R. H. Chilton. It came as escort to Maj. E. A. Ogden’s party and 
began construction in the early part of 1853. Buildings were made partly of native 
timber and portly of material brought overland or up the river from Ft. Leavenworth. 
Not until 1855 did Congress appropriate funds for transforming Riley into a Cavalry 
Post; but the Civil War intervened, and even when Kansas was admitted as a state 
in 1861 the attention of Congress was so concentrated on the war that the lands of 
Ft. Riley were not reserved to the Federal Government. This error was corrected in 
1889—jurisdiction was ceded to the United States over the original reservation by 
an act of the Kansas State Legislature on Feb. 16. 

After the close of the Civil War, the projection of the Kansas Pacific Railroad 
westward again directed governmental attention toward Ft. Riley. The coming of 
railroads was the cause of serious Indian uprisings. ‘Troops were needed to protect 
the few settlers and workmen engaged in building the railroad and the continual 
stream of westbound caravans. Hence in 1866 the 7th Cavalry, with Col. A. J. 
Smith in command, was organized at the post. During the following year this regi- 
ment, under George Armstrong Custer, set out for its famous Indian campaign. When 
its work, covering a period of more than 20 years, was completed, Riley’s period of 
importance as a center for Indian operations had terminated. 

When the organization of a school for Light Artillery was ordered at Riley in 
1869, the idea of having service schools took a definite form. Four batteries of 
Light Artillery, under Maj. John Hamilton, reported for duty. This early experiment 
of the service school had a brief and checkered career of two short years. Indian 
raids necessitated the utilization of the batteries in field service to such an extent 
as to render their training at the school impracticable. Accordingly, an order from 
The Adjutant General's Office, dated Mar. 4, 1871, ordered them back to their 
respective regiments. Riley was again almost deserted. In the fall of 1871 the 
garrison consisted of but one troop of the 6th Cavalry, aggregating 4 officers and 63 
enlisted men, under command of Capt. Adna R. Chaffee. 

It was Gen. Phil Sheridan, of Civil War fame, who, in 1884, emphasized and 
clearly brought before Congress the advantages of Ft. Riley as a breeding and 
collecting center for Cavalry mounts and the training of horses for both Cavalry 
and Light Artillery. Nothing was done concerning his recommendation until the 
following year, when a Kansas Congressman introduced a project for a school of 
Cavalry and Light Artillery at Ft. Riley. The act of 1887 resulted, which act provided 
for the school and carried with it an appropriation of $200, for construction 
urposes. This was the beginning of the beautiful post and the Cavalry School as 
t now stands. 

Four years later the school was organized under the direction of Col. James W.

Military Committee Grants Air Increase

THE House Military Affairs Committee agreed yesterday to report today 
a bill substantially adopting the Air increase program presented by Secre- 
tary of War Davis. 

This means that, so far as the House committee is concerned, there will 
be no increase in the aviation branch of the Service at the expense of other 
arms—a prospect that caused grave concern to the military authorities. 

The program Secretary Davis presented to the Military Committee con- 
templated the creation of a personnel to comprise, after five years, 1,650 officers 
and 15,000 enlisted men, an increase of 400 officers and 6,000 enlisted men. 
The committee and a subcommittee has been devoting practically the entire 
week to a discussion of the provisions of the proposed bill, cutting out sections, 
reinserting them, changing language, etc. The subcommittee includes Con- 
gressmen James, Hill of Maryland, Farlow, Hill of Alabama, and McSwain. 

Secretary Davis appeared before the committee in executive session, and 
was questioned particularly regarding the advisability of including the force 
to be authorized for aviation in the strength now fixed for the entire Army. 
He was also cross-examined with reference to a proposal to authorize three 
brigadier generals for the Air Service, two of whom should replace two brigadier 
generals of the line. In other words, the discussion contemplated reduction of 
the number of general officers of the line, at present 67, to 65, and giving two 
such positions to the new Air Corps. Thus an increase in general officers 
would be avoided. : 

Secretary Davis expressed deep concern at the trend of the committee 
thought. Obviously, if the number of brigadier generals of the line should be 
reduced, the promotion prospects of junior officers will be to that extent cur- 
tailed. Members of the committee pointed out that the Air Service now has 
one brigadier general authorized by law who is serving as assistant chief, 
so that only two new appointments would have to be made. The first vacancy 
to occur among general officers of the line will be that of Brig. Gen. John D. 
Barrette, who will go on the retired list on May 14. The next retirement will 
be that of Maj. Gen. B. A. Poore, on June 22, 1927, and the promotion of his 
successor will leave a vacancy in the grade of brigadier general, which, if 
the plan proposed goes through, will not be filled. Members of the committee 
suggested that the appointments would not have to be made until vacancies 
occurred in the line, asserting that colonels could temporarily fill the offices. 

If the House should carry out the plan of some of its members, the 
increase of 400 odd officers for aviation contemplated by the Davis program 
will be abandoned, and from the present commissioned personnel transfers will 
be made to aviation. Likewise, the enlisted personnel of other arms will 
reduced while that of the Air will be increased. Members of the committee 
back of this move explain there is a strong sentiment in the House in favor 
of reducing the number of general officers, and also the remainder of the com- 
missioned personnel, though the feeling as to the enlisted personnel is not so 
manifest. 

The War Department is endeavoring to prevent anything of the kind. 
The President has let it be known that he does not consider that 
either the commissioned or enlisted personnel is excessive, especially in the 
present state of world complications, and it is believed he will use his great 
influence to prevent the success of this new move against the Army. As a 
result, it is hoped the Senate will not consent to any reduction in other arms 
for the benefit of the Air Corps. The Senate bill authorizes two additional 


’ brigadier generals, fixes the number of officers at 1,512 and the enlisted strength 


of the Air Corps at 16,000, including 2,500 flying cadets. In effect this would 
constitute under the Senate measure an increase in the Army, to which a 
number of House members are opposed as indicated above. The Senate bill 
also provides that not to exceed 10 percent in each grade of the Air Corps 
below that of brigadier general may be nonflying officers. The House com- 
mittee is not satisfied that this percentage is correct, and is considering it 
at length. 

The House committee decided this week that the bill it will report shail 
relate exclusively to aviation. It therefore postponed for future consideration 
the plan to revive the Council of National Defense and the proposal to provide 
insurance for aviators. The latter is to be the subject of careful study. Mert®

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Drys Laud, Wets Denounce Butler as Wilbur Directs Trial of Williams 


Wille Secretary Wilbur was preparing instructions for the court-martial 
of Col. Alexander S. Williams, U.S.M.C., on charges of intoxication pre- 
ferred by Brig. Gen. Smedley D. Butler, commanding the Marine Base at San 
Diego, Calif., a furious battle was raging between the drys and the wets as 
to the propriety of the latter’s action. The drys, both pulpit, press and Anti- 
Saloon League, universally commend the General for his “courageous and 
proper conduct,” “conduct becoming an officer and a gentleman,” “conduct 
which properly could be expected of an officer of the famous Marine Corps.” 
On the other side of the picture is denunciation of the General, his “violation 
of the laws of hospitality,” that he should remember “he was not a policeman 
but a Marine officer,” that a man should not “openly flout one of the oldest 
unwritten laws, that of respecting the man whose salt he has eaten and whose 
bread he has broken.” 

The drys, as represented by Herman P. Faris, Prohibition Party, presi- 
dential nominee in 1924, believe, if General Butler were in charge of prohibi- 
tion, the constitutional amendment and the Volstead Act would be rigidly 
enforced and the country would become dry. The wets claim they would hail 
General Butler’s appointment to that duty with satisfaction, because the utter 
impossibility of the suppression of liquor would be established. 


All this comment, which has taken up columns of the front pages of the 
daily press, produced floods of letters to the newspapers, and caused editorial 
discussion, necessitated, of course, action upon the charges made by General 
Butler. These charges were examined upon receipt by Rear Adm. E. H. 
Campbell, Judge Advocate General of the Navy, specifications therefor were 
prepared, and announcement will be made in a few days of the personnel of 
the court that will conduct the trial. Public interest in the matter is intense. 
It will be demanded both by drys and wets that the trial be public, and while 
it is in progress it will unquestionably hold the 
center of the stage. 


“As commanding officer, General Butler had the technical right to regoy 
to such procedure as his judgment dictated. No one will dispute his jurisgje. 
tion, but his judgment is open to criticism. No indication of flagrant miseop. 
duct on the Colonel’s part is conveyed in the news dispatches. In fact, severg 
officers signed affidavits denying that he was intoxicated. Most commanding 
officers in such a position would probably have said in private to the offender. 
‘Come, Colonel, this will not do!’ and let it go at that. 


“That was not General Butler’s way. It was not his way in Philadelphia 
where sympathy with the accused officer will be rather general. Obviously, 
it is not the way with guests in private life who confront no such puzzlin 
choice between discipline and the obligations which custom places upon a goat 

The New York Herald-Tribune was even more caustic. 

“There certainly is some thing seductive about the prohibition business that 
affects peoples’ morals,” it observed. “Some agents are lured by a commercial 
siren and others by a publicity siren. * * * General Butler probably wil 
not contend that his conduct was that becoming an officer and a gentleman, but 
he should have had a glorious time with his siren. Why should he worry about 
his reputation with the public or his standing with his acquaintances?” 

The Louisville Courier-Journal expresses its opinion in this wise: 

“Brig. Gen. Smedley D. Butler, commander of the United States Marine 
Base at San Diego, Calif., who recently made charges against Colonel Williams, 
is now in a hospital for the extraction of his teeth. What he more needs jg 
the extraction of his tongue.” 

The dry point of view is, perhaps, best expressed by the Portland Oregonian, 
It says under the caption “Misjudging General Butler of the Marines”: 

“General Butler was, let us say, placed in an extremely distateful position, 
Yet what did his host and subordinate expect of this man who for two year; 
was the legal head of the fight against the illicit 
liquor traffic of Philadelphia? Was General Butler 








Probably because of the virulent criticism di- 


rected against General Butler, Rear Adm. Ashley f: ey 
Robertson, U.S.N., Commandant of the 11th Naval MAP 


District, made a public statement, according to press 
reports, that General Butler performed his duty in 
compliance with Navy regulations. He _ insisted 
General Butler was forced to act as he did, that if 
he had failed to do so he would have made himself 
subject to court-martial. Before filing the charges 
Rear Admiral Robertson explained General Butler 
called and discussed the matter. 
“The public was misinformed at first regarding 
this hospitality stuff,’ Rear Admiral Robertson was 
uoted as saying. “General Butler left Colonel 
Williams’ house where cocktails, it is said, were 
being served. He went to the Coronado Hotel, where 
Colonel Williams is said to have appeared in an 
intoxicated condition. When General Butler saw 
him, he immediately left the hotel, and went to an 
enlisted man’s dance at the Marine Corps Base. 
The gossip was going round that General Butler 
had failed to live - to his reputation as an enforcer 
of the law. He told me the whole story before the 
charges were filed. There was nothing left for him 
to do. His duty was plain, unfortunate as it 
seemed.”

ment to refuse to be a party to these violations of 
law. Was it a trap.contrived for the disgracing 
of the General? In any event, it was illegal and in 
bad taste. Whatever the critics may say of Gen- 
eral Butler, he could not well overlook it.” 

The San Diego dispatches say that “social 
ostracism” is to be a penalty inflicted upon General 
Butler, and they refer to the refusal of invitations 
to dine with him. In this connection, the “colyumn” 
of the Chicago Tribune runs the following communi- 
cation: 

“I nominate for Brigadier General of the Bum 
Sports Club Smedley D. Butler of the Marines,” 
and the editor asks if there is a second.

San Diego County Federated Trades and Labor 
Council took umbrage at a speech he delivered upon 
arrival in their city, and sent the following letter to the Secretary of the Navy: 

“Dear Sir: Herewith two clippings from a local newspaper of Mar. 9, 1926, 
marked 1 and 2 respectively. 


“The first clipping purports to be a report of a speech made before the 
Hammer Club, a Service men’s club. It was at this same meeting that the 
protest mentioned in the second clipping was passed, showing clearly the effect 
of his speech. 

“The American Federation of Labor is absolutely opposed to the I. W. W., 
Bolshevik or Communistic theories of direct action. The San Diego County 
Federated Trades and Labor Council, as a component part of the American 
Federation of Labor, must protest such anarchistic and inflammatory speeches 
being made by a man whose sworn duty is to uphold the law. 

“We therefore request that you order an investigation of the conduct of 
Gen. Smedley D. Butler, whose speech it is clearly seen was made to incite 
his hearers to riot in the case the Open Forum directors did not take cognizance 
of the Hammer Club protest. 

“Such speeches as the one made by General Butler, it would seem, render 
the maker subject to punishment under the anti-syndicalist law of California, 
and we are calling upon State’s Attorney General Webb to investigate the 
activities of General Butler.” 

Eastern papers commenting upon this letter express the view that General 
Butler will be called upon for an explanation and may be told to make no more 
such speeches. 

As the action of the San Diego Labor Council took place before the alleged 
offense of Colonel Williams occurred, obviously there was no connection between 
the two events. The fact that labor is generally wet, however, has not dimin- 
ished the efforts of the laborites to press the protest of the Council. 

The New York World, which is avowedly wet, promptly published its dis- 





approval of General Butler’s conduct. This is what it said:

' mittee, delayed reporting the general river and 
harbor bill so as to obtain the final decision from the Engineer Board on Rivers 
and Harbors. It was the belief of the New York Representative that the argu- 
ments in support of the all-American route from the Hudson to Lake Ontario 
at Oswego and from Lake Ontario to Erie around Niagara Falls would bring 
about a final report favoring that project. But the report has not been sub- 
mitted to Congress by the Secretary of War. Chairman Dempsey endeavored to 
persuade the steering committee to give him another week to finish the con- 
struction of his bill before framing a rule for its consideration. But Mr. Tilson 
was obdurate, and on Mar. 24 it was decided that the River and Harbor Com- 
mittee must now take its chances. Those chances do not appear to favor con- 
sideration of any bill affecting the river and harbor work at this session. 


The most strenuous opposition to the proposed ship canal through New York 
State has developed among members from the states most vitally interested in 
the transportation of agricultural products to the seaboard. Representatives 
from some 20 states are practically unanimous in opposing the New York route; 
primarily because it is estimated that it will cost at least $600,000,000 to dig a 
channel 25 feet deep from the Hudson to Lake Erie, and even after that it will 
still be necessary to use Canadian waters in the Detroit and St. Mary’s Rivers 
by vessels bound into and out of Lake Superior. On the other hand, it is con- 
tended that the St. Lawrence River can be made available for ocean vessels 
drawing not more than 25 feet of water for a third of the estimated cost of 
the New York route, and, further, that half this cost will be borne by the 
Dominion of Canada. 


It is not so much that the western members oppose the New York route per 
se, but they fear, and not without reason, that the enormous cost makes it un- 
likely that the work will ever be done with the sanction of Congress. New York 
state is expending more than $10,000,000 annyally upon repairs and upkeep of 
her canals, besides many millions in interest on the bonds which were sold to 
pay the cost of construction. * * *—Washington Post. 
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Navy Has 5 Year Air Plan For Reserves 


S ONE of the final steps to be taken by the Navy in carrying out the pro- 
A visions and recommendations of the President’s Aircraft Board of last 
November and in compliance with the fifth recommendation of this report, a 
five-year program for training of Naval Aviation Reserves has been worked 
out in the Bureau of Navigation and submitted to the Secretary of the Navy. 

Based on the approved plan of the Chief of Operations and the Chief of the 
Bureau of Navigation, Navy Department, the proposed program will provide 
for two additional reserve air squadrons and three additional air units plus 
the plan for carrying Reserve naval aviators on active duty. 

This program provides for the gradual expansion of Naval Reserve aviation 
until at the end of five years there will be 12 Reserve aviation squadrons fully 
organized and equipped. To provide for the necessary training of the squadrons’ 
personnel, it will be necessary to increase the number of Reserve air units from 
the four now in existence to seven. 

The plan further provides for carrying a certain number of Reserve naval 
aviators, who have recently completed flight training, on active duty in Naval 
aviation for a period of not more than two years, to increase the efficiency of 
Naval Reserve aviators and at the same time to supplement the number of 
Academy officers on aviation duties. The plan contemplates placing 50 such 
officers on active duty with naval aviation each year from the student reserve 
aviators trained the previous year, keeping them on active duty for two years, 
then placing them on inactive duty status. 

The program as worked out provides for the yearly training of officers of 
the Fleet Reserve, Volunteer Reserve, Student Reserve aviators and enlisted 
men. 


Like the regular five-year aviation program the cost is spread out over’ 


a period of five years and the total estimates for this period are: for operation 
and maintainance of Reserve air stations, $2,591,817; cost of new aircraft 
required, $5,871,250; salaries and other personnel expenses, $3,480,772; a total 
for the five-year period of $12,539,484. 

Supplementing as it does the Navy’s five-year aviation program, the plan 
for the Reserves, while of secondary importance to the regular program, is 
looked upon by aviation experts of the department as a vital link in the plans 
for expansion in war times of the peace time aviation strength of the Navy, 
which with the passage of the program now under consideration by Congress 
approximates the ideal. It is considered probable that following disposition 
by Congress of the program now before it the question of reserve aviation 
development will be brought to the fore. In anticipation of this the bureau 
has worked out this definite plan for expansion.

COMPTROLLER McCARL wa. See BY DECISION OF SUPREME 
R 


Comptroller General McCarl will adhere to the decision of the United States 
Supreme Court that he has no authority to withhold the pay of Army and Navy 
officers to satisfy alleged indebtedness to the Government arising from “over- 
payment” of allowances. 

The Supreme Court’s ruling was made on Mar. 15 in the case of Comdr. 
John F. Cox, U.S.N., part of whose pay had been withheld to offset an alleged 
overpayment of $1,754.85 in allowances for the support of his dependents. Since 
the ruling there had been much speculation as to whether the Comptroller 
General would accept the principle as settled and be guided accordingly in the 
some 200 similar cases. : 

Although he has made no public announcement, Mr. McCarl has given his 
associates to understand that he will not further withhold any part of any 
officer’s pay, and will make arrangements to return the amounts he already 
has withheld. Study is being made in his office now to determine how he will 
go about returning officers’ pay which was put back in the Treasury. 

It was stated that those officers whose pay has been withheld should file 
claims immediately through their finance officer.

NAVY YARD IMPROVEMENTS 


A program for navy yard and shore establishment improvements has been 
prepared by the Navy Department and is practically — for submission to 
the Budget for approval. This program will serve as the asis for legislation 
to be inaugurated in Congress soon. 

Predicated on the recommendations of the so-called Rodman Board of several 
years ago which formulated the departmental policy of shore establishment 
development, the program is understood to provide for various improvements 
this year, the total cost of which will approximate sixteen million dollars, not 
including aviation plans for Coco Solo, Pearl Harbor and Sand Point. No 
details of what specific improvements are recommended nor the locations will 
be given out pending action by the Budget on the program.

URTIS BAY DEPOT SAFE.—Because of apprehension of an accident and 

consequent danger to the city, the mayor of Baltimore wrote to Congress- 
man John Philip Hill, asking him to take measures to suppress the storage of 
explosives at the Curtis Bay Ordnance Depot. Maj. C. T. Harris, Jr., executive 
assistant to the Chief of Ordance, advised Colonel Hill that war reserves of 
ammunition and components thereof are stored-at Curtis Bay. Included in 
the storage are a considerable quantity of smokeless and black ammunition 
powder, large quantities of loaded shell from 37 mm. up, and less than 150,000 
pounds of high explosive. “The Ordnance Department,” commented Major 
Harris, “considers Curtis Bay to be one of the best organized, best laid out 
and safest ammunition depots. * * * All in this office feel the condi- 
tions at Curtis Bay are satisfactory and that no alarm need be felt. Refit: 

Following the receipt of Major Harris’ letter, the Maryland delegation in 
Congress transmitted the letter of the mayor. Colonel Hill declared there 
was no danger to the public from the Curtis Bay Depot, which is most carefully 
constructed, most carefully managed, and apparently is no menace to the 
neighborhood.”

Col. John T, Axton, Chief of Chaplains, 
U.S.A., announces the following: Chap- 
lains Manual, the War Department pub- 
lication entitled “The Chaplain, his Place 
and Duties,” (War Department Document 
No. 5a) has been distributed to all who 
complied with paragraph 4 of Office Cir- 
cular No. 116. No claim is made that this 
is a finished product. It is a step in the 
right direction and will certainly be a 
helpful guide for the members of the corps. 

Fifteen hundred chaplains in the three 
components of the Army are rejoicing over 
the modification of uniform regulations 
which provides that the chaplains shall 
wear the insignia of branch and the insig- 
nia of rank in the same manner as pre- 
scribed for all other officers. 

The secretary-treasurer of the Chaplains’ 
Association makes the announcement that 
the organization is growing rapidly and 
that present indications point to a large 
and enthusiastic attendance of members at 
the annual convention on May 4, 1926. 

Correspondence Course—Chaplains are 
again reminded of the correspondence 
course which is available for Regular, Na- 
tional Guard and Reserve chaplains.

Organization of the Army, Practical Duties 
of Chaplains, Military Hygiene and First 
Aid, Military Sociology, Administration, 
Discipline and Courtesies, Military Law, 
Map Reading and Sketching, and Rules of 
Land Warfare.

France Field, Panama.—tThis air field occu- 
pies an isolated location in the Canal Zone, and 


there are not enough quarters to house the 
garrison. There are only 39 sets of officers 
quarters, while the garrison consists of 59 
officers. In order to obtain living quarters it 


is necessary for these officers and noncommis- 
sioned officers to rent quarters in Colon or Cris- 
tobal, 7 or 8 miles distant, where suitable quar- 
ters for rental are very scarce and outside the 
means of the average officer or noncommissioned 
officer. It is desired to have these men quar- 
tered at the field to obviate the waste of time 
and the additional expense. 

Ft. Wadsworth, N. Y.—Ft. Wadsworth is one 
of the important stations of troops in the har- 
bor defenses of New York City. S. 1129 pro- 
vides for the sale of Ft. Schuyler, N. Y., which 
is one of the obsolete Coast Artillery forts for- 
merly guarding Long Island Sound. There are 
quartered at Ft. Schuyler one battalion of In- 
fantry occupying temporary war-time barracks. 
In order to remove these troops from these in- 
adequate buildings and also to release Ft. Schuy- 
ler for sale, it is necessary to provide permanent 
quarters elsewhere, and Ft. Wadsworth has been 
selected as the most logical and economical sta- 
tion at which to accomplish this. 

The testimony before the committee brought 
out the fact that the War Department has found 
great difficulty in deciding on what projects 
should be left out of the bill, in view of the 
limitation of the $7,000,000 on hand. It is 
realized that conditions such as described above 
obtain at practically every military station 
where troops are quartered in war-time canton- 
ment structures, but it is also evident that 
these cannot all be replaced until more funds 
are available’ from the sale of real estate as 
contemplated in S. 1129. The following table 
gives the list of items to be constructed this 
year at each of the stations enumerated, with 
the estimated costs thereof. In cases where 
this year’s construction does not complete the 
project, items will be included in future lists to 
be presented by the War Department to Con- 
gress. There is also attached and made a part 
of this report, a copy of the letter from the 
Secretary of War transmitting this legislation 
to Congress.

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.0. 6, WAR DEPARTMENT WILL NOT SATISFY NATIONAL GUARD.— 
G Doubt that the new General Order No. 6 W.D. will settle the long-standing 
dispute between the Militia Bureau and the War Department over control of 
the National Guard, is being expressed in War Department circles. 

The order, as revised, will be issued as soon as The Adjutant General re- 
ceives the final print from the Government Printing Office, which probably will 
be about the middle of next week. Its provisions, however, already have 
spread like wildfire throughout the National Guard and Adjutants General 
Associations, and it is believed that those two bodies are but awaiting its is- 
suance before beginning anew their fight for more authority for the Militia 

eau. 
ras agitation is expected because the War Department, in framing the 
new order, has not retreated a single inch from its original stand that the 
authority vested in the Chief of the Militia Bureau should be no greater than 
that given the other Chiefs of Branches of the Army. The new order states 
with reference to the Chief of the Militia Bureau that “in administering the 
functions of his bureau, he shall be guided by the law, by War Department 
policies, by National Guard regulations, by Army Regulations applicable, and 
by the instructions of the Secretary of War.” That is the meat of the whole 
order, and the paragraph quoted is regarded by both sides in the dispute as 
placing more restriction on the Chief of the Militia Bureau than was placed by 
the old G.O. 6 which attempted to define his duties in detail. 

The only difference between the new and old G.O. 6 which might possibly 
be interpreted as more authority for the Chief of the Militia Bureau is that, 
under the new order, that official will be allowed to draw up the orders for 
Regular Army personnel assigned to duty with the National Guard. Such 
orders still will be issued through the Adjutant General’s office in the War De- 
partment, and as the Adjutant General still will have the authority to change 
the orders as he sees fit, the new provision, after all, really is held to be not 
the slightest concession on the part of the War Department. 

How the new G.O. 6 came to be drawn is interesting. Maj. Gen. Creed C. 
Hammond, the present chief, submitted to the War Department a proposed 
revision of G.O. 6 which would have given his office practically absolute author- 
ity over the National Guard in the matter of personnel and finance, and, in the 
words of the General Staff officers who studied his proposal, would have “put 
the National Guard out on a limb.” 

General Hammond also drew up and submitted a new set of regulations for 
the National Guard. These, like his proposed revision of G.O. 6, were vetoed 
by the General Staff. The matter of satisfying the National Guard then was 
placed in the hands of the Assistant Secrectary of War. Col. Hanford Mc- 
Nider drew up the new order. 

The scene of the fight for more authority for the Militia Bureau probably 
will shift to Congress where the Speaks bill, which would give the Chief of the 
Militia Bureau absolute authority over personnel and finance, is pending. 

If reports to the War Department from the outlying sections are correct, 
the proponents of more authority for the Militia Bureau feel that they asked 
for bread and are about to receive a stone. 


HANGES AMONG MILITARY ATTACHES.—Several changes were or- 

dered by the War Department this week in connection with military at- 
taches. Lt. Col. Harry N. Cootes, Cav., who has been on duty at Vienna, 
Austria, as military attache to Austria and Czechoslovakia, will be relieved 
from duty there about June 1, and will proceed to the United States, where 
he has been assigned to command the 10th Cavalry, at Ft. Huachuca, Ariz. 
Previous to proceeding to the latter post, he will be on temporary duty in the 
office of the Assistant Chief of Staff for a brief period. 

The duties Colonel Cootes as military attache at Vienna, will be taken 
over by Maj. Henry W. T. Eglin, G.S., now on duty at Budapest, Hungary, 
who has been detailed as military attache to Austria and Czechoslovakia in 
addition to his present duties as military attache to Hungary. 

Maj. Charles B. Moore, of the Infantry, who has been on duty at Paris, 
France, as assistant military attache there, has been ordered relieved from 
duty and is due at Ft. Benning, Ga., his new station as a student officer of the 
Infantry School, by Sept. 6, next. Enroute to Ft. Benning, he will be in Wash- 
ington about Aug. 25 for some 10 days where he will be in the office of the 
Assistant Chief of Staff, G-2. 


TATUS OF WARRANT OFFICERS’ PAY BILLS.— The Wadsworth bill 

(S. 2997) introduced some time ago to readjust the pay of warrant officers 
of the Army, Navy, Marine Corps and Coast who were deprived of cer- 
tain pay increases and allowances by the act of 1922 will not be reported out 
by the Senate Committee on Military Affairs from present indications. It 
received an adverse report from the War Department and is far down on the 
list of bills pending before the Senate Committee. ; 

It is not likely that any similar bill will be introduced in the House since 
the attitude of certain members on such bills would prevent its passage even 
if the Military Affairs Committee sponsored, reported and brought such a 
measure to a vote. ‘ 

The bills for the adjustment of Navy warrant officers’ pay, pending before 
the House Committee on Naval Affairs, have received adverse reports from 
the Navy Department at various times, as previously reported. Since dates 
have been set for hearings on any of these bills, it is not likely that any 
progress will be made before the middle of April. 

The Senate Committee on Naval Affairs will hold a hearing on the Nor- 
beck bill to adjust the pay of Navy warrant officers Mar. 31. This measure 
will probably, as stated last week, be favorably reported but its fate on the 
floor of the Senate is doubtful. 


UALIFICATION SCORES OF EXPERTS AND MACHINE GUNNERS, 

U.S.A., MAY BE RAISED.—The Infantry Board is considering changing 
the qualifications of experts and machine gunners to put the requirements on 
a par with those of the rifle, and thus reduce the number of men who receive 
compensation for special qualification. , 

This change is made necessary because the amount of money available for 
payment of additional compensation for special qualification in the use of small 
arms is sufficient only to pay 8 percent of the expert and expert gunners and 
10 percent of the sharp shooters and first class gunners. The War Depart- 
ment believes the standard of qualification for these classes is too low. 





\HIEFS OF ARMY BRANCHES WILL HAVE GREATER LATITUDE IN 

SPENDING MONEYS.—Wider authority in the expending of funds ap- 

propriated for their respective arms of the Service is granted the Chiefs of 

Branches of the Army under an order just issued by Secretary of War Davis. 

The order is most significant in that it admittedly is the first of a series 

of reforms whereby Secretary Davis hopes to decentralize authority within 
the War Department by granting the Chiefs of Branches more power. 

The new departure provides that when a Chief of Branches asks for money 
in his preliminary estimates, and the Secretary of War, the Director of the 
Budget and Congress have all concurred by making the necessary appropria- 
tions, it is to be assumed that the contemplated expenditure is justifiable, and 
the Chief of the Branch can get his money out of the Treasury when and in the 
amount he sees fit. Heretofore, the Chief of Branch, even after Congress 
appropriated the money, has had to make requisitions for funds through the 
General Staff, and plead his case all over again. 


HANGES AMONG HIGH NAVY OFFICERS.—Co-incident with the an- 

nouncement of the assignment of Capt. David E. Theleen, U.S.N., as tech- 
nical aid to the Secretary of the Navy, is the request of Capt. Paul Foley for 
retirement next fall at the conclusion of his 30 years’ service. For years 
Captain Foley has ranked high as one of the department’s leading technical 
experts and served for some time as Director of Operations of the Shipping 
Board under the chairmanship of Rear Adm. William S. Benson. No action 
has yet been taken on his request. 

Another tentative change of interest is the probable assignment of Comdr. 
George McC. Courts, now commanding the U.S.S. Reid, as naval attache at 
Tokio, with Lt. Comdr. John M. Creighton, now on the staff of the commander 
of the Mine Squadron, as assistant naval attache. 

Departmental rumors on the possible relinquishment by Adm. S. S. Robison 
of the command of the Fleet next fall after one year’s duty, and the probable 
succession to this post of Adm. Charles F. Hughes, say that at his own request 
Admiral Robinson will be assigned to command the 13th Naval District. This 
would automatically relieve Rear Adm, Jehu V. Chase who would probably go 
to sea in command of one of the battleship divisions. 


TATE ADJUTANTS GENERAL NOT ACCOUNTABLE FOR FEDERAL 

PROPERTY.—The War Department in commenting on a bill (H.R. 9912) 
which would relieve the Adjutant General of the State of Oregon and the State 
of Oregon from accountability for military property issued to the National 
Guard of that State and distributed to sufferers from a fire at Astoria, Oreg., 
states: 

“Under Section 67 of the National Defense act, the United States Property 
and Disbursing Officer is accountable for all Federal property issued to the 
National Guard of his State, whereas the Adjutant General is not accountable 
for Federal property.” 

It was pointed out, in the communication, that the War Department is 
without authority under the law to relieve the State of accountability and that 
the department has no objection to the favorable report of the bill, provided 
that the words “Adjutant General” are replaced by the words “United States 
Property and Disbursing Officer.” 


ENERAL SLADEN LEAVES WEST POINT.—Maj. Gen. Fred W. Sladen, 
U.S.A., who has been Superintendent of the U. S. Military Academy, for 
four years, relinquished his duties there on Mar. 23 and left for his new post 
of duty to command the Philippine Department. Brig. Gen. Merch B. Stewart 
assumed the office of Superintendent. General Sladen was given a great fare- 
well by the troops at the post, and the Corps of Cadets which were paraded. 
Headed by the band playing “Auld Lang Syne,” the General and Mrs. Sladen 
and their daughter, Betsy, drove through the post bidding a fond good-bye, and 
the Field Artillery fired a farewell salute. 

General Sladen, before leaving West Point, stated that the course there had 
been greatly broadened, due to the influence of the World War, and both the 
academic and the military courses had been strengthened by the introduction 
of new elements of warfare. He strongly indorsed the C.M.T.C. 


OLORADO SCHOOL OF MINES VALUES R.0O.T.C.—President M. F. Cool- 
baugh, of the Colorado School of Mines, Goulden, Colo., is a thorough 
believer in the value of the R.O.T.C. at his college. In a recent letter to Col. 
K. C. Masteller, U.S.A., Chief of Staff of the 103d Division, Denver, Colo., he 
said in part: 

The R.O.T.C. Training Unit at the Colorado School of Mines is being handled by Capt. 
Henry Hutchings, U.S.A. and his associates in a very efficient manner, and I can say that I am 
much pleased with the work of this unit. ‘ 

Personally, I believe that the greatest safeguard to our Nation, either in times of peace or 
war, is a courageous, intelligent thinking body of citizens; and certainly in times of war, there 
can be no greater protection than the existence of a body of officers of this type. 

So long as the R.O.T.C. has as its one great objective the training of our boys into a class 
of physically fit, mentally alert young men, who will make the best citizens in times of peace 
and the best officers in times of war, I am heartily in favor of having a unit at the Colorado 
School of Mines. 


EN. C. H. MARTIN PRAISES PANAMA CANAL PERSONNEL.—Maj. 

Gen. Charles H. Martin, U.S.A., commanding the troops of the Panama 
Canal Department in a recent letter to Gov. M. L. Walker, of the Panama Canal 
expressed his high appreciation of the efficient and untiring assistance and 
cooperation of the executive, operating, and maintenance personnel of the 
Canal Wire System during the joint Army and Navy exercises recently com- 
pleted. He stated to the Governor, among other things, that the Canal Main- 
tenance personnel worked without regard to hours in cooperation with the 
Army, and displayed during the tests an intelligent entry in to the simulated 
energy which augers well for their actual operation.

Europe Finds the Truth Hurts 


Ambassador Houghton, accredited to Great Britain, created a ruction by 
telling the truth about conditions in Europe. Statements attributed to him 
were as follows (the quotation marks are eurs): : 

“Europe has learned nothing from the war and does not want to disarm. 
It has prepared the agenda for the forthcoming disarmament conference in 
such a way that it is bound to fail. , ; 

“The League of Nations is a mere ineffective — Alliance, interested 
chiefly in the balance of power. France, with its satellites, is the leader of 
this tendency with Great Britain reluctantly following the French lead, owing 
to inter-dependence of Franco-British interests in the Near East.” 

Mr. Houghton talked after the League of Nations, following the abortove 
Geneva conference which resulted in the postponement of the admission of 
Germany to the League Council, had announced its purpose to hold the dis- 
armament agenda meeting in May. ; 

Yet, in the face of such conditions, a determined effort is being made to 
induce Congress to cut the ground army in the same proportion as it pro- 
poses to augment aviation. The attempt will, as it ought to, fail. Certainly, 
Mr. Houghton has done a real service to the nation in demonstrating the un- 
wisdom of anything of the kind. 


The United States\Alone Disarmed 


Here are some pertinent remarks made in the Senate in consequence of 
Mr. Houghton’s exposure: 

Senator Fess, of Ohio: At the third plenary meeting (Washington Con- 
ference), when Briand presented the reasons why the Conference could not 
consider the armies as well as the navies, it was decided to eliminate entirely 
the former consideration, largely because of what the Prime Minister of France 
stated at the time, namely, that unless there was a security agreement in the 
form of an agreement by European nations, France must retain a sufficient 
army to protect herself. * * * The United States without waiting for Europe, 

roceeded to limit her army, which was recommended originally to be 576,000. 

e cut it the first year to 280,000, then the next to 150,000, and finally to 
127,000 (sic), in the hope that Europe would follow our lead and limit her 
armies accordingly, but she has not seen fit to do so, and the position taken by 
France in the Conference that such reduction could not be made until a security 
treaty had been made is the reason given why she has not reduced her large 
army. 

Mr. Fess referred to the failure of the first security pact for France as a 
result of the failure of the Senate to ratify the Wilson alliance of 1919 between 
France, Great Britain and the United States. Then in 1922 an alliance was 
planned between France, Great Britain, Italy and Belgium. But France her- 
self rejected this proposal. Another effort was made in 1924 and fell through 
because of British veto. Finally, Germany presented a proposal, which pro- 
duced the Locarno conference, and from that conference came five different 
treaties, covering the sensitive subject of security, which were signed and 
ratified. Mr. Fess continued: 

“That removed the last obstacle, the one outstanding objection, which up to 
that day France had always offered against the reduction of her army, which 
today is five and one-half times the size of the American Army, although she 
has a population a little over one-third of ours and a coast line much less.” 





Secret Agreements Rule Europe 


But, as all Washington very well knows, France has no intention of putting 
into practice her professions concerning land disarmament, unless a world 
opinion is created which will force her to do so. That obviously was the pur- 
pose of the Houghton statements and the debate in the Senate. In this con- 
nection, Senator Borah stated he had talked with Ambassador Houghton. 

“Everyone realizes a serious situation has arisen (in Europe), and, as some 
of us believe—indeed as some of the advocates and friends of the League be- 
lieve—the old regime in Europe, with its secret agreements and intrigue, is 
assuming power and control and direction again -in European affairs. It is the 
old system under a new name. What disturbed the situation in Europe were 
the acts and conduct of those who had charge of the program at Locarno. 
It was known to all the world that they had entered into a secret agreement; 
that they were practicing intrigue at the expense of those for whom they were 
professing friendship.” 





Europe Injecting Poison Into Our Veins 


The ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL prints the details of this important discus- 
sion because of its confirmation of the view repeatedly expressed by this paper 
that the attempt to force disarmament upon the United States would be not 


only foolish but dangerous to our peace and safety. Throughout the country, |

Such organizations, which will be 
revealed by Mr. Fred R. Marvin, Editor-in-Chief of the New York Commercial, 
in the series of articles he is writing for the ARMy AND NAvy JOURNAL, will 
continue their propaganda for the purpose of inducing men and women to 
exert pressure upon the Government to bring about pacifistic aims. The facts 
in Mr. Marvin’s possession will establish that European intrigue is not con- 
fined to Europe; that it is actively engaged under cover in this country, and 
that its supreme object is to make this nation helpless and more responsive to 
the desires of the Old World. Obviously, the snakes must be killed or scotched.

SAVE MILITARY TRAINING! 


Editor of Army and Navy Journal: 

Serious opposition to military training in 
schools, colleges, and universities threatens! 
Human nature is helping it along. Some stu 
dents have objections to military training. 
Probably more of them object to it because it 
is compulsory, just as they object to compulsory 
chapel, or they object to it because it requires | 
physical effort, just as they so often object to 
compulsory gymnasium. 

Three changes in our military training might 
increase its popularity. It might be declared 
that its purpose is to train for possible war, but 
that this training, along with the formal and 
direct training in citizenship, has great value, § 
as it undoubtedly has, for citizenship and busi- § 
ness and life. Such directness in selling the 
training would make it impossible for the 
pacifist to point out with alarm that the Gov- § 
ernment says one thing about the training to 
parents and another thing to its platoon lead. 
ers, and besides it would be clear and frank. 
The existing sale slogans have led to misunder- 
standing. 

In the years of compulsory training it woul 
be well to have no permanent cadet officers, 
but to pass the officer responsibility around » 
was done in the officers’ training camps in 19117 
This would make the training less agreeable t 
a few, but far more agreeable to the many 
And the military department in a school, col 
lege, or university may well become an in 
tegral part of the educational system of th 
institution with the professor of military science 
getting his orders and directions not direct 
from Washington or his corps area headquarter § 
but through the president of the institution. 

There may well be but one head in every = 
educational institution with the military com-f 
mandant and his staff subordinate to and di- ’ 
rectly responsible to that head. These changes, 
plus in some places at least a new and in-f 
proved attitude upon the part of professors and FF 
military leaders toward each other, could, the fy 
writer believes, increase our chances of saving f 
military training as a part of American educe- 


tion.

GENERAL CROSBY SUCCEEDS GENERAL CRAIG 


Bier important changes among high officers at the War Department occurred 
this week. Maj. Gen. Malin Craig relinquished the office of Chief of Cav- 
alry, and Maj. Gen. Herbert B. Crosby, succeeded to that office. 

General Craig on Apr. 8, will assume the office of Assistant Chief of Staff 
G-3, formerly held by Maj. Gen. Fox Conner, appointed Deputy Chief of Staff. 

General Craig is regarded as one of the best heads in 

the Army, and Chief of Staff “timber.” It is generally 
thought that General Craig will be a future Chief of Staff. 

He was born in St. Joseph, Mo., Aug. 5, 1875, and was 

appointed to West Point from Pennsylvania, graduating in 
1898. During the World War General Craig was Chief of 
Staff, lst Army Corps, serving in this capacity during the 
Aisne-Marne, St. Mihiel and Meuse-Argonne offensive. He 
was Chief of Staff of the Third Army during the march 
into and occupation of Germany. During the march into 
Germany he was here, there and everywhere seeing that his 
men were orderly, and that there were no breaches of the 
orders he laid down to promote good feeling between the General Crosby 
populace and the Army of Occupation. He prohibited his 
men from buying certain foodstuff in Germany because it 
was needed by the people. 

General Crosby, the new Chief of Cavalry, was born at 
Fairmont, Kans., on December 24, 1871. He was appointed 
to the United States Military Academy, and upon graduat- 
ing in 1893 was commissioned a lieutenant of Cavalry. 

Colonel Crosby participated in active campaign in 1903 
and 1904 in the Philippines against the hostile Moros. 
During the World War he commanded the 351st Infantry of 
the 88th Division and was highly commended for the superior 
discipline and training of his regiment. Since the War, Col- 
onel Crosby has served as instructor at the General Service 
School] at Ft. Leavenworth and at the Army War College, 
where he has been on duty as assistant commandant.

U. S. AND BRITISH SOLDIERS CELEBRATE ST. PATRICK’S DAY 


ANCOUVER, British Columbia, Mar. 19.—An Irish color was lent to the 

visit here on St. Patrick’s Day of 48 American officers, Regular and Reserves, 
from the state of Washington. They joined with the Royal Irish Fusileers, 
the Seaforth Highlanders, the 7th, 29th, and 47th Infantry Battalions, the Royal 
Candian Engineers, the Army Service Corps, and the Royal Canadian Corps 
of Signals, officially led by Gen. J. M. Ross, in celebrating the close and 
friendly relations existing between the two great English-speaking nations of 
the North American continent. 

In memory of Canadian soldiers killed during the Great War a laurel wreath 
was laid upon the cenotaph. The oration was delivered by Lt. Col. Malcolm 
Douglas. Messages of good will, brotherhood, and amity were exchanged by 
American and Canadian speakers at luncheon. Col. Bert C. Ross made the 
principal address for the Americans. Col. W. M. Inglis also spoke. 

The visitors attended the Royal Irish Fusileers annual ball on the evening 
of the 18th and enjoyed the lavish hospitality extended to them. The visitors 
also called at the Veterans’ Hospital and headquarters of the Royal Canadian 
Mounted Police, where a splendid exhibition of horsemanship was staged. Col. 
H. V. Wurdemann, president of the Washington Department, R.O.A., comment- 
ing upon the cordial entertainment given, stated it constituted a “characteristic 
display of the affection of our two peoples for each other, and something that can 
not even yet occur overseas. Isn’t it wonderful how two bodies of fighting men 
of different nations can so get together in amity, in good fellowship, and for the 
common cause of peace?”

ASHINGTON NATIONAL GUARD CAMP GROUNDS.—With the ex- 

penditure of $50,000 in improvements since last spring, the camp site of 
the Washington National Guard on the State military reservation at Murray, 
three miles north of Camp Lewis on the Pacific Highway, is in better shape 
than ever before for the incoming troops in June for the annual 15 days en- 
campment, according to Brig. Gen. Maurice Thompson, Adjutant General of 
the State forces. 

Screened mess halls with concrete floors, bath houses, tent floors, efficient 
light and water systems, permanent picket line posts and cleared gun parks 
for mounted troops, and a large arsenal and storage depot for the prompt 
issuance of supplies as needed are but a few of the advantages now offered the 
National Guard organizations, which is a far cry from the conditions faced 
by the guard troops of years gone by. 

With the improvements of 11 years on the military reservation for the 
efficient training of the 2,500 guardsmen of this State, it has been possible to 
keep the National Guard troops of Washington at a peak of efficiency and the 
War Department has awarded the State of Washington a high rating as 
a result. 


I EPLACEMENT OF NATIONAL GUARD AIRPLANES.—A board of 

officers appointed by the War Department is considering the adoption of 
a new model to replace the old J.N. type airplanes with which the 15 Federally 
recognized National Guard squadrons are now equipped. Four planes, the 
Huff-Deland “A.T.,” the Curtiss “Lark,” the Continental Aircraft Corporation 
“P.T.,” and a Travel Air Company plane, are at Bolling Field. Members of 
the board are making tests to ascertain which is the most suitable for advanced 
training. The D.H.M. and the Douglas O-2, now used by the Army, are also 
under consideration. 

Each of the National Guard squadrons is equipped with eight planes. 
Depreciation and antiquity necessitate their replacement within four years, 
officers say. The selected new type will have a steel instead of wooden fusilage. 
Because of the relatively small appropriation for the purchase of new equip- 
ment the replacement will be slow.

Six model TP radio transmitters were received at Panama, in apparently 
good condition, according to advices recently received from Vice-Adm. R. H. 
Jackson, U.S.N., Commander, Battleship Divisions, Battle Fleet. The trans- 
mitters have been assigned to the U.S.S. Oklahoma, Colorado, Mississippi, 
Arizona, Maryland, and Omaha. 

It is expected that these transmitters will be installed on the ships while 
they are enroute to San Pedro in time to be available for Force Practice. The 
shipment of the transmitters to Panama effected a saving of funds, inasmuch 
as further freight shipment to the West Coast was avoided. 


During the first half of the current fiscal year the Army Signal Corps, by 
use of its radio nets throughout the country, has been able to make a saving of 
548,086.43 for 19 governmental departments. This figure does not include any 
Savings made by traffic within Corps Areas. The actual expense to the Gov- 
ernment, at Government rates, if land lines had been used to carry the traffic 
which was handled by the Signal Corps radio net, would have been $82,002.37. 
In addition to handling the traffic for all subdivisions of the War Department, 
the Signal Corps net served other Government Departments and Agencies.

THE SWISS NAVY 

The Swiss Navy is not, as many people 
think, a joke, says the Paris correspondent 
of the Daily Mail. It has just fought and 
won a desperate battle against pirates on 
the Lake of Geneva. 

The action arose out of a frontier inci- 
dent on the line dividing the waters of 
the lake between France and Switzerland. 
A French fishing boat from Thonon-les- 
Bains was fishing at the lines it had laid 
down to capture the delicate lake trout, 
when it was pounced upon by a fast Swiss 
mosquito craft, a motor-boat, whose role 
is to prevent poaching in the Swiss waters. 

The Swiss sailors claimed that the 
French boat was in Swiss waters, and 
easting grappling irons aboard the French 
eraft, they proceeded to board it, revolver 
in hand. The Frenchmen were out-num- 
bered and unarmed, but they seized oars 
and gaffs and resisted desperately until 
they were overpowered. The Swiss war- 
ship finally towed its prize into the port 
of Vevey, where the two members of the 
crew of the French vessel were lodged in 
gaol. This naval dispute is to be settled 
through diplomatic channels.

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FRENCH AND ITALIAN AIR FORCES 


The Undersecretary of Air of Great 
Britain, in reply to a question in Parlia- 
ment recently regarding the French and 
Italian Air Services, said: “The French 
and Italian Governments have not recentl 
published exact statistics as to the strengt 
of their respective air forces, but the first 
line strength of the French Air Services 
at the present time is approximately 1,300 
machines, whilst the corresponding figure 
for the Italian Air Force is 600 machines. 
There has been little change in these fig- 
ures during the past three years, but the 
French figure represents a small increase 
as compared with 1924, whilst the Italian 
Air Force is in the early stages of a con- 
siderable program of expansion.

LT. K. L. COONTZ, U.S.N., SUBMITS 
CLAIM TO COMPTROLLER 


Lt. Kenneth L. Coontz, U.S.N., has sub- 
mitted a claim for decision by the Comp- 
troller General which involves the right to 
count for longevity purposes, such service 
not at the Naval Academy, performed by 
himself as a midshipman. During the three 
midshipman cruises made while he was a 
midshipman, a total of 8 months and 20 
days, was spent in actual service afloat, 
performing the duties of and actually re- 
placing an enlisted man during this time.

The claim, if favorably decided by the 
Comptroller General, it is pointed out, will 
simply add 8 months and 20 days to the 
time which Lieutenant Coontz now counts 
for longevity. As a result of the last pay 
bill, Lieutenant Coontz’s class suffered a re- 


duction in pay of $20 per month. If this 
additional time can be counted = ior 


longevity, that loss will be reduced for the 
period of 8 months and 20 days to $10 a 
month. The other $10 a month loss will 
not be recovered until after three years 
more service.

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NAVY G.C.M. CASES 


In reviewing the proceedings of a sum- 
mary court-martial in the case of an en- 
listed man whose sentence was set aside 
by the Secretary of the Navy because of 
insufficient specifications, Mr. Wilbur made 
the following instructive comment: 

It is noted that the Reviewing Authority in 
his action on this case recognized the defects 
in this specification, but predicated his approval 
of the proceedings upon the fact that the ac- 
cused, by his plea of guilty, admitted all the 
allegations contained in the specification and 
that this admission cured the defects inherent 
therein. 

As a matter of information for the Service 
at large, it is deemed desirable to point out 
that a plea of guilty can not remedy a specifi- 
cation which is fatally defective for want of 
allegations which constitute an offense. A speci- 
fication to be valid must set forth, clearly and 
intelligibly, every matter legally essential to con- 
stitute the offense and the want of specific aver- 
ments can not be supplied by implication. Every 
specification must show that an offense has been 
committed and how committed. The object of 
a specification is to fully inform the accused 
and the court of the offense, to the end that 
the accused may avail himself of such defense 
as may be in his power, and to enable the 
court to award an adequate punishment, if con- 
viction be had, based on the facts set forth in 
the specification. 

It is wholly insufficient to merely allege that 
an act was done unlawfully or without authority 
without showing why or in what matter the act 
was unlawful. Such a statement is a mere con- 
clusion on the part of the convening authority, 
setting forth no facts or circumstances. For 
an act to be unlawful it must have been com- 
mitted in violation of some law, regulations, or 
order in force at the time of the commission 
of the act; if there be no law, regulation or 
order prohibiting the act a mere statement of 
unlawfulness can not create an offense. Con- 
versely, a law or regulation may be in effect 
at the time the act was committed, yet if the 
act be committed in a manner not expressly 
prohibited and merely charged as having been 
unlawfully done, without setting forth any facts 
or circumstances, it is clear that the conclusion 
reached by the pleader is erroneous, for the 
reason that the facts, had they been set forth, 
would not have constituted an offense. When 
the essential requirements of time, place and 
circumstances are wanting such particulars are 
matters of substance, not of form, and their 
omission is not aided or cured by the finding 
of a court.

U. S. Navy Motion Picture Service 


By CAPT. W. D. PULESTON, U.S.N. 
Chief of Training Division, Bureau of Navigation 


Navy motion picture service was started during the war 
with funds furnished by patriotic welfare societies. The 
pictures became so popular with the men that when the 
welfare societies withdrew their financial support after the 
war, Congress provided funds with which to carry on the 
movies. 

At first the pictures were selected, rented and exhibited 
by local naval authorities. Experience soon showed the 
many advantages of a Navy system of motion pictures 
which would provide for central purchasing and a distribu- 
tion system which would cover all naval vessels and sta- 
tions. By combining their purchasing power, all naval 
activities get better pictures than the largest units could 
get independently, and the smaller units, who could not 
afford pictures at all, get the same high grade pictures as the larger units. 
The only disadvantage of this system is the time it takes to circulate a picture 
throughout the system, but this disadvantage would apply in any event to 
all shore stations except those near large cities and to the Fleet except when 
in United States ports. 

The bureau purchases films in duplicate and starts films circulating on the 
West Coast and the East Coast simultaneously. Once the pictures are pur- 
chased and routed, the whole problem of the movies is one of distribution. 
The distribution must provide pictures for the radiomen in Bar Harbor, Me., 
for the Marines in Haiti, for the naval vessels in Constantinople, for the gun- 
boats in central American waters, for naval activities in Alaska, for gunboats 
up the Yangtse River in China, and for naval personnel in Guam and Samoa, 
in addition to serving the Fleets. 

The present distribution system consists of two main Fleet exchanges— 
one in New York and one in San Diego. Besides these two main exchanges 
there are various sub-exchanges. Those on the East Coast are at Hampton 
Roads and Boston; on the West Coast, Puget Sound, San Pedro, and Mare 
Island; on the Asiatic, the Blackhawk, Guam, Cavite, and Pearl Harbor. These 
sub-exchanges are reservoirs for the temporary reception, inspection and re- 
issue of motion pictures. 

On the East Coast there are three main chain circuits—the Northern, the 
Southern, and the West Indian. On the West Coast all shore activities are 
located near sub-exchanges so no chain circuits are necessary. 

Fleet Distribution—Pre-release films after inspection are sent immediately 
to units of the Scouting Fleet and then returned to the New York exchange; 
thence to the shore circuits when they have passed from the pre-release status. 
The same method of distribution prevails on the West Coast. When the Fleet 
is away from United States waters, two ships, especially designated, act as 
the motion picture exchanges for the two fleets. As the two circuits are run 
independently, it is necessary to prevent a picture’s passing from the East 
Coast to the West Coast; hence two distributing ships are required. 

To meet the needs of the service, there are approximately 1,000 programs 
in duplicate, 2,000 in all, now in current circulation. The general disposition 
of these programs is as follows: 

Battle Fleet, 275; shore stations, West Coast, 100; Pear] Harbor and Samoa, 
100; Guam, 100; Cavite, 100; Asiatic Fleet, 225; transports and miscellaneous, 
100; total 1,000. Scouting Fleet, 275; southern chain circuit, 75; northern 
chain circuit, 70; West Indian chain circuit, 100; special service, 100; naval 
forces (Europe), 130; survey and transports, 100; sub-exchange, Hampton 
Roads, 50; exchange, New York, 100; total 1,000. 

When a film has completed the Fleet circuits, it is immediately put on the 
shore circuits. In the past, usually it has required three years for a picture 
to complete the shore circuits. The bureau is now endeavoring to shorten 
this time and it is hoped that at least 12 months can be cut from this circula- 
tion period. This will require close cooperation by the forces afloat and ashore. 

A recent improvement has been the substitution of radio for letter in 
dispatching the films. This enables a better check to be kept on the films 
in circuit and affords another opportunity to speed up the circuit. 

At present, practically all ships with motion picture projectors subscribe 
to the motion picture service, together with 69 shore activities, and every 
naval activity is authorized to acquire a motion picture projector. It is 
believed that this in time will gradually expand the service, which in respect to 
territory served is already the largest organized distributor of motion pictures 
in the world. 

Films are rented through contracts with 27 of the leading producers and 
practically all of the best feature pictures released each month are obtained. 
Pictures are inspected at New York and where necessary at the bureau, and 
then shown to the Fleet in a pre-release status, being exhibited at the same 
_ as the leading motion picture theatres throughout the country exhibit

In addition to using pictures for recreation, the bureau has produced 
during the past year, with the cooperation of the Bureau of Engineering, two 
instructional films; one called “Turbines” and one on the “Storage Battery.” 
A film on “Oil Burning Water Tube Boilers” is now in the process of 
production. 

The recreational and instructional value of motion pictures is very great 
as evidenced by the following message from the Commander-in-Chief, dated 
Jan. 29: “On the approach of the Fleet concentration the Commander-in- 
Chief, United States Fleet, desires to emphasize the importance of movin 
pictures as a means of recreation and education for all Fleet Romo | 
particularly while at sea. Moving pictures furnished the Fleet are considered 
well above the average in quality and are one of the most important means 
for insuring contentment of the personnel.” 

_ Continual efforts are being made to improve the quality and character of 
pictures and speed their circulation. An innovation this year is the purchase 
of news reels immediately upon their release and mailed special delivery to 
the Fleet. This service is bi-weekly and shows current events within five days 
after they are produced in film form. 

Motion picture producers are able to give special terms to the Navy 
Department, because (1) the naval audiences could not attend motion picture

ALLEGED IRREGULARITIES IN AN- 
NAPOLIS EXAMS 


The rumors around Annapolis that there 
was suspicion of irregularities among a 
few candidates in connection with the en- 
trance examinations for the Naval Acad- 
emy held under Civil Service regulations 
at various points on Feb. 17, last, were 
confirmed on Mar. 22 by Rear Adm. Louis 
Me. Nulton, U.S.N., superintendent of the 
Naval Academy. 

Admiral Nulton stated that the action 
on the papers of 11 candidates who took 
the examination at Salisbury, Md., was 
being withheld because of internal evi 
dence that some improper help had been 
received in certain instances. 

The indications of irregularities were 
marked similarly in work and answers 
and, in certain cases, the submission of the 


right answer but with wrong work. 
Admiral Nulton said that there is no 


proof at present of any of the candidates 
having advance information as to the 
questions to be asked, which was a part 
of the rumor. 

The matter is being investigated by of- 
ficials of the Clvii Service Board. If any 
of the candidates are found guilty of having 
received improper help, they will be barred 
from entering the Naval Academy at any 
time.

City. General Ernst was a veteran of the Civil 
War and received the brevet of captain for 
faithful and meritorious service therein.

1864, and was assigned to the Corps of Engi- 
neers. He performed a large variety of im- 
portant engineering work. 

The first assignment of General Ernst after 
his graduation was to duty as Assistant Chief 
Engineer in the Army of the Tennessee. He 
served on this duty until the termination of the 
Atlantic Campaign, when he was ordered to the 
Pacific coast as Assistant Engineer of fortifi- 
eations there. General Ernst was considered 
one of the most efficient officers of his corps. 
At the outbreak of the Spanish War he was 
appointed a brigadier general of Volunteers. 
Among many other duties he was Superintend- 
ent of the U.S. Military Academy, was appointed 
Inspector General for the Island of Cuba, was 
chairman of the Mississippi River Commission, 
a member of the Isthmian Canal Commission, 
and a member of the U. S. Contingent of the 
International Waterways Commission. He was 
chairman of the board of engineers charged 
with surveys for a waterway between Lake 
Michigan and the Mississippi River, by way of 
the Des Plaines and Illinois Rivers. General 
Ernst went to Spain as a member of the U. S. 
Commission to observe the solar “eclipse which 
occurred in 1870. He was placed on the retired 
list June 27, 1906, on account of the age limit. 
At the time of his retirement the Mississippi 
River Commission passed resolutions expressing 
its high regard for him, and the sincere regrets 
it had at the loss of his services. The interment 
was in Arlington Mar. 23. The pall bearers 
were: Maj.

Col. Stanhope E. Blunt, U.S.A., Ret., an 
officer of distinguished service in ‘the Ordnance 
Department, died at West Palm Beach, Fla., 
Mar. 22, 1926. Colonel Blunt, who is survived 
by his widow who was with him at the time of 
his death, was born at the Boston navy yard 
Sept. 29, 1850, the son of Col. Charles E. Blunt, 
Corps of Engrs., U.S.A., and Penelope Bethune 
English, daughter of Maj. Stanhope English, 
U.S.M.C. He is descended from a long line of 
New England patriots, including the Faneuils, 
whose name is closely connected with the early 
history of Boston. 

Colonel Blunt was graduated from the U.S. 
M.A., in the class of 1872, when he was assigned 
to the 13th Infantry. Among other duties he 
spent the summers of 1873 and 1874 in explora- 
tions in Wyoming, Idaho, Colorado and New 
Mexico, as a member of engineering and sur- 
veying parties, and was then transferred to the 
Ordnance Department in 1874, on duty at Frank- 
fort Arsenal. In 1876 he was ordered to West 
Point as acting assistant professor of mathe- 
matics, remaining for four years, and for the 
last two years was also instructor in ordnance 
and the science of gunnery. He was made cap- 
tain of Ordnance Apr. 24, 1880, and in August 
was detailed as chief Ordnance officer in the 
Department of Dakota and as inspector of rifle 
practice stationed at St. Paul and Ft. Snelling, 
Minn. During this service he prepared for the 
Secretary of War the text-book of rifle and 
carbine firing, which succeeded Wingates Manual 
of Rifle Practice. He was assigned to duty in 
Washington at the headquarters of the Army as 


inspector of rifle practice, and was appointed 
lieutenant colonel, aide-de-camp, on the staff 
of Lieutenant General Sheridan, serving until 


General Sheridan’s death in 1888. He continued 
to serve as inspector of rifle service under Gen- 
eral Schofield until July, 1889, when he was 
assigned to duty at the Springfield Armory, 
where he remained until 1894. During that time 
he was inspector of Gatling guns and revolvers 
manufactured under contract at the Colt Arms 
Factory in Hartford, Conn. He was recorder 
for the board of officers which, after two years 
of experiments and tests, adopted the Krag- 
Jorgensen magazine rifle for the Army. He 
was ordered to the Watervliet Arsenal as C.O. 
and was later in command of the Rock Island 
Arsenal at Rock Island, Ill., which he continued 
to exercise until August, 1907, when he was 
appointed president of various boards, and was 
later assigned to command the Springfield Ar- 
mory, which was his last command previous to 
his retirement, Sept. 1, 1912, at his own request 
after 40 years’ service. 


Capt. Raymond D. Hasbrouck, U.S.N., com- 
manding the U.S.S. California, of the Battle 
Fleet, and a well known officer of the Navy, 
died at San Diego, Calif., Mar. 19, 1926. Dur. 


ing the World War Captain Hasbrouck was on 
duty in connection with the transport of troops 
to Europe, and was in command of the transport 
Covington at the time she was sunk in foreign 
waters. 

Captain Hasbrouck was born in Idaho, July 20, 


1871, and was appointed a naval cadet Sept. 
25, 1888. He was commissioned an Assistant 
Engineer, July 1, 1894. He studied Marine | 





Engineering in Paris, France, and among other ' 


duties was on duty in the Bureau of Steam 
Engineering. He served in various ships in- 
cluding the moniter Puritan, the Solace, the 
Charleston and others. He served on the Asiatic 
Station and other stations and was also naval 
attache at Rome. He was awarded the Navy 
Cross for distinguished service, and was also 
awarded a letter of commendation by the War 
Department. 

Besides his widow he is survived by a son, 
who is with his mother in Paris, a sister, Mrs. 
Charles D. Shrady, of New York, and a brother, 
Edward H. Hasbrouck, of Boise, Idaho. 





Of the death of Mrs. William Daniel Candler, 
wife of Captain Candler, Q.M.C., U.S.A., from 
pneumonia at Columbia, S. C., Mar. 18, 1926, a 
close friend of the family sends the following: 

Just after midnight, in the early moments of a 
new day, one of the gentlest spirits that ever 
dwelt in human form winged its flight from 
earth to heaven, when Mrs. William Daniel 
Candler, wife of Captain Candler, U.S.A., 
breathed her last, Mar. 18, 1926. 


To those of us who have had the great privi- 
lege of knowing this lovely woman in the two 
and a half years of her residence here, her pass- 
ing has come as an irreparable loss. A woman 
of culture, of wonderful personality, of broad- 
minded tolerance, of sympathetic understanding, 
she was a friend whose memory will ever be 
enshrined in the hearts of all who knew and 
loved her. Her truly beautiful Christian life 
can never cease to be an inspiration to all with 
whom she came in contact. She was the living 
exponent of the closing thought of Bryant’s 
magnificent “‘Thanatopsis” :

Brig. Gen. Peter D. Vroom, U.S.A., Ret., who 
died at Trenton, N. J., Mar. 18, 1926, was the 
son of the former governor of New Jersey, 
Peter D. Vroom, and Mrs. Matilda W. Vroom, 
and was born in New Jersey Apr. 18, 1842. He 
had a distinguished record of service in the 
Inidan Wars of the late 60’s and 70’s, and also 
received the brevets of lieutenant colonel and 
colonel of Volunteers, for gallant and meri- 
torious services during the Civil War. 





Graduated with the degree of civil engineer 
from Rensselaer Polytechnic Institute in 1862, 
he first entered the,military servige as first 
lieutenant, New Jersey Infantry, fn August, 
1862; later he was major, 2d New Jersey 
Cavalry, and was breveted colonel in 1865. In 
1866 he was appointed to the Regular Army as 
a second lieutenant and assigned to the 3d 
U.S. Cavalry. He was transferred to the In- 
spector General’s Department in 1888 with the 
rank of major. He was appointed brigadier 
general and Inspector General of the Army in 
1903, retiring at his own request after 40 years 
service the same year. He is survived by Mrs. 
Garret D. W. Vroom, his sister-in-law, and by 
his niece, Miss Gertrude G. Vroom, 339 Belle- 
ville Ave., Trenton, N. J. General Vroom was 
buried at Arlington Cemetery Mar. 22 with mili- 
tary honors. Funeral services were held at the 
grave. 

Pallbearers were Maj. Gen. C. F. Humphrey, 
Maj. Gen. John L. Clem, Maj. Gen. William Hol- 
brook, Brig. Gen. C. Burbank, Col. T. A. Walsh, 
Col. H. C. Cabell, Col. Tate and Col. Richardson. 
Members of the M.O.L.L.U.S., Army and Navy 
Club and G. A. R., were also among those pres- 
ent. General Vroom was a member of the 
Army and Navy Club of Washington, the Grand 
Army of the Republic, the M.O.L.L.U.S., Sons 
of the Revolution and the Order of the Cin- 
cinnati. He belonged also to the New York 
and Manhattan Clubs of New York. 





Lt. Col. Joseph Frazier, U.S.A., Ret., died at 
Hawthorne, Nev., Mar. 13, 1926, and since his 
retirement been engaged in farming. 
Colonel Frazier was born in Missouri Dec. 8, 
1864, and was graduated from the U.S.M.A. in 
the class of June, 1891, when he was assigned 
te the Infantry. He was a graduate of the 
Infantry and Cavalry Schools and received the 
D.S.C. for gallant and distinguished services. 
He was retired at his own request-July 9, 1918, 
after 30 years of service. Among many other 
duties Colonel Frazier served as a first lieu- 
tenant of the 9th Infantry, in the Cuban Cam- 
paigns of 1898, and also with the regiment in 
campaigns in the Philippines. He was in com- 
mand of Company H, 9th Infantry in the Boxer 
Campaign in 1900, where he was recommended 
for brevet and Medal of Honor for his gallantry 
in action. He served a number of details on 
college duty, and was in command of the 26th 
Infantry on the Texas border for a time in 1916.

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1. BILL FOR DISABLED EMERGENCY OFFICERS FAVORED.— 
The Senate Committee on Military Affairs ordered a favorable report to 
be made on the Tyson bill (S. 3027) Mar. 23. The bill was reported to the 
Senate by Senator Tyson and is now on the Senate calendar, Its passage by 
Congress would allow Emergency Army officers, who incurred disability during 
the period from Apr. 6, 1917 to July 2, 1921, inclusive, to retire with three- 
quarters of the pay they received at that time. _ ae —— 

The report discusses the history of the legislation pointing out that similar 
measures passed the Senate twice in previous sessions and were favorably re- 
ported to the House three times although no action was taken there. It re- 
futes claims that the bill is discriminatory, stating that if enlisted men were 
included in its provisions they would receive only one-third to one-sixth of the 
compensation they now receive. The average age of those affected by the 
bill is 55 years, it declares. 

Extracts from the report follow: 

The bill provides retirement pay of 75 percent of compensation paid before dis- 
charge to Emergency Army Officers who incurred permanent disability of 30 percent 
or more, as a result of their service during the World War. * * * * 

There were nine classes of officers who fought in the World War. There were 
the Regular officers of the Army, Navy and Marine Corps, the Provisional officers of 
the Army, Navy and Marine Corps. Eight of these classes have been retired, but the 
only class which Congress has excepted from retirement is the disabled Emergency 
Army Officers. The enactment of this bill will, therefore, relieve the discrimination 
which has existed against these officers since 1920. * * * 

It is said that the Emergency officers having no such contract with the Govern- 
ment (as the Regular Army officer) is not entitled to retirement. This committee 
is of the belief that the competition in civil life is as keen as the competition in 
military service in time of peace, and that, an emergency officer disabled in time of 
War, has been handicapped to as great a degree for carrying on in civil life in peace 
time as has the Regular Army oflicer for carrying on in the peace-time Army. Con- 
gress recognized this when making provision for the wartime Army and by the terms 
of Section 10, act of Congress of May, 1917, known as the Selective Service act, pro- 
vided: “That all officers and enlisted men of the forces herein provided for, other 
than the Regular Army, shall be in all respects upon the same footing as to pay, 
allowances and pensions as officers and enlisted men of corresponding grades and 
length of service in the Regular Army.” 

Aside from the fact that the Emergency officer is entitled to the same considera- 
tion as a matter of right that is accorded the other eight classes of officers, it is 
respectfully insisted that, by the terms of the foregoing act, his contractual rights 
were based on the same footing for the period of his war service as that of the 
Regular Army. * * * * * a3 ; ; 

It has been urged against the bill that a provision to retire the Emergency officer 
is a discrimination against the enlisted man. This committee does not subscribe to 
this view. No Government, on the whole, has been as liberal in caring for disabled 
enlisted men than ours and there is no objection to this legislation emanating from 
the enlisted men or their organizations. * * * * * No reputable veterans’ organ- 
ization has ever opposed this measure nor do veterans themselves believe that it dis- 
criminates against disabled enlisted men. * * * 

The administration of this act is committed to the Veterans’ Bureau, which will 
determine and make payment to those entitled to its benefits, conditioned on applica- 


ion being made within one year. ’ ; ; 
The provision meets an objection of the War Department, which heretofore did 


not favor the idea of the act. 


bape OF UNKNOWN SOLDIER—Still another bill concerning the Tomb 

of the Unknown Soldier was added to those now pending in Congress, when 
Representative Fish introduced H.R. 10509, authorizing the Secretary of War 
to replace the granite slab with marble at a cost of $1,000. 


XCHANGING MILITARY EQUIPMENT WITH FOREIGN POWERS.—A 

bill (H.R. 10472) embodying the legislation asked for by the Secretary 
of War, which authorizes him to arrange for the sale and exchange of military 
arms, equipment and material has been introduced by Chairman Morin, of the 
House Military Affairs Committee. 


7.8.S. NANTUCKET RECONDITIONING.—Two bills (S. 3648) and (H. 
R. 10500) were introduced recently which would authorize the expenditure 
of $250,000 to recondition the U.S.S. Nantucket. 


ENATE MILITARY AFFAIRS.—A number of bills were reported favorably 

to the Senate during the past week by the Senate Committee on Military 
Affairs. 

Among these was S. 2597 authorizing the President to appoint and retire 
certain persons as first lieutenants, Medical Corps, U.S.A., and S. 2168 for the 
relief of Second Lt. Elbert Kelly, Inf., U.S.A. 


URSE CORPS BILL.—Representative Reece, of the House Committee on 
Military Affairs reported the bill (H.R. 8953) favorably Mar. 22. 
Since the bill was reported favorably by the Senate last week, it is now 
pending before both bodies of Congress and is considered to have a good 
chance of passage. 


ALE OF UNIFORMS.—A bill (H.R. 10466) has been introduced by Repre- 

sentative Cullen which authorizes the sale of Army, Navy and Marine Corps 

uniforms to former members of the Service under regulations to be prescribed 
by the Secretaries of War and Navy. 


ILLS ON ARMY LAND.—Two bills were recently introduced which affect 

military reservations. One (H.R. 10504) would authorize a $7,100 increase 
for the purchase of lands to be embraced in Shiloh National Military Park, 
Tenn., and the other (S. 3614) would authorize an appropriation of $137,000 
for the construction of a hard-surfaced road across Ft. Sill military reservation. 

Two bills reported Mar. 20, in the Senate also concerned Army land. The 
bill (S. 2876) authorizing the purchase of land adjoining the U.S. target range 
at Auburn, Me., was reported by Senator Reed (Pa.), with an amendment 
making the money available for the purchase from Federal funds allotted 
Maine for the National Guard in 1927. 

The second bill (H.R. 3996) was reported by Senator Sheppard without 
amendment and authorizes the Secretary of War to convey certain portions of 
the military reservation of Ft. Sam Houston, Tex., to the city of San Antonio. 





ILL ON BATTLESHIP ALTERATIONS.—Following the general lines of 

Chairman Butler’s bill (H.R. 10003) for alterations on six battleships, 
Representative Coyle has introduced a bill (H.R. 10503) which specifies the 
increase of allotted appropriations by $1,350,000 required by the Navy Depart- 
ment to install approved appliances for launching and handling airplanes on 
the U.S.S. New York, Texas, Florida, Utah, Arkansas and Wyoming. 

ILL ON RELIEF OF SPANISH WAR VETERANS.—A “running mate” 

to S. 1343 granting honorable discharges to World War soldiers enlisted 
under-age, has been introduced by Senator Harreld in §. 3615 which would 
confer honorable discharges and benefits on all soldiers discharged from the 
Army during the Spanish-American War because of misrepresentation of age. 








| ETIRED NAVY AND MARINE CORPS OFFICERS’ RELIEF.—Retired 

officers of the U.S. Navy and Marine Corps who were called back into 
active services during the World War period, Apr. 17, 1917 to Nov. 12, 1918 
and found physically incapacitated because of injury incurred in line of duty 
while holding temporary rank, will receive the pay of the temporary rank they 
then held if S. 3616 recently introduced by Senator Swanson is enacted. 


ILL ON DEATH GRATUITY RAPS COMPTROLLER.—Representative 

Coyle has introduced a bill (H.R. 10469) now pending before the House 
Committee on Naval Affairs, which amends the provisions authorizing the 
payment of six months’ death gratuity to dependents or relatives of officers, 
enlisted men, or nurses who die in line of duty as follows: 

Provided, That if there be no widow, child, or previously designated dependent relative, the 
Secretary of the Navy shall cause the amount herein provided to be paid to any grandparent, 
parent, sister, or brother shown to have been actually dependent upon such officer, enlisted man, 
or nurse prior to his or her death, and the determination of such fact by the Secretary of the 
Navy shall be final and conclusive upon the accounting officers of the Government. 


apg STATE MILITARY UNITS MAY GO ABROAD.—Four independ- 

ent military units of Virginia and Connecticut will visit France, Eng- 
land and Belgium in May, 1926 as organizations, if a House Joint Resolution 
(204) recently introduced by Mr. Tilson is reported favorably and agreed to 
by Congress. 

The resolution names the following units: The Richmond Light Infantry 
Blues Battalion, of Richmond, Va.; the First Company Governor’s Foot Guard, 
of Hartford, Conn.; the Second Company, Governor’s Foot Guard, of New 
Haven, Conn., and the Putnam Phalanx, of Hartford, Conn. 


ELIEF OF CIVIL WAR VETERANS.— The introduction of legislation to 

grant enlisted men who served during the Civil War in the Army and Navy 
the same rights as officers is still being urged. 

The bill desired would grant the veteran enlisted men an advance of one 
grade in rank and a 20 percent increase in pay to those who held the highest 
non-commissioned rank. 

A recent communication to the Chairman of the House Committee on Mil- 
itary Affairs pointed out that there are very few survivors left who would 
benefit by such legislation. 


t OUSE NAVAL AFFAIRS.—The House Naval Affairs Committee reported 

several private bills favorably during the week. Mr. Vinson reported the 
bill for the relief of Commander Mayo without amendment. This bill will 
remove the Comptroller’s check against that officer’s accounts for $115 expended 
for burial wreaths for dead Congressmen. This expenditure has been the 
source of a lengthy dispute between the Navy Department and the Comptroller 
as to the authority of the Secretary of the Navy to use funds for that purpose. 

Another bill reported without amendment was for the relief of Ist Lt. C. D. 
Baylis, U.S.M.C, 


Nery BILL NOT LIKELY TO BE INCORPORATED WITH 
NAVY AIR BILL.—Although a communication has been received by the 
Chairman of the House Committee on Naval Affairs in which the Navy Depart- 
ment recommends the incorporation of the provisions of the Navy aerographer 
bill (H.R. 567) in the so-called Morrow Board legislation (H.R. 9690), it is not 
likely that this will be done. The Secretary of the Navy has urged it because 
it is legislation desired by the Navy and is deemed as important as any of the 
general provisions contained in H.R. 9690. 


IVIL AIRPORT ON GOVERNORS ISLAND.—A bill (H.R. 10544) has been 
introduced by Representative Prall which would establish a civil airport 
at Governors Island, N. Y., for the use of the U. S. air mail service and civil 
aviation. It is now pending before the House Committee on Military Affairs. 





URZBACH BILL ON ARMY FIELD CLERKS.—Representative Wurzbach 

introduced a bill (H.R. 10545) on Mar. 22 which would allow those who 
served as commissioned officers during the World War from Apr. 6, 1917, and 
Nov. 11, 1918, if otherwise eligible to count such service for appointment as 
field clerks, Q.M.C. It would also authorize the Secretary of War to appoint 
all persons field clerks who would have been eligible as field clerks, but for 
the commissioned service rendered. The limitations of the act of June 30, 
1922 on the number of warrant officers would not apply to such appointees. 





AVY DEPARTMENT STAND ON BILLS.—The Navy Department, in 
communications forwarded recently to the House Committee on Naval 
Affairs, approved enactment of the following bills: 

To authorize the payment of six months’ death gratuity to dependent rela- 
tives of officers, enlisted men, or nurses whose death results from wounds or 
disease not resulting from their own misconduct (H.R. 10469); for the relief 
of Comdr. Albert Newton Park, Jr., U.S.N., (H.R. 10177), and Col. A. T. 
Marix, U.S.M.C. (S. 2086). 

The Navy Department also advised against the enactment of certain pro- 
posed legislation. Among these bills was one (H.R. 6006) for the relief of 
John S. Carroll, who has served in the mess hall at the Naval Academy for 
50 years, and as an enlisted man on 15 Naval Academy practice cruises, for 
over four years. Passage of the bill would cost the Government $1,247.40 per 
annum, It was recommended against when the Budget Bureau reported it in 
conflict with the President’s financial program. 

Another bill adversely reported was one to correct the status of certain 
commissioned officers of the Navy appointed thereto pursuant to the provisions 
of the act of Congress approved June 4, 1920 (H.R. 6714); this bill affects 
two officers of the Navy.

661. All of the military organization 
teams in the northwest were encoun- 
tered and defeated, and those few who 
were not met by the Seventh were 
beaten by teams which went down to 
defeat before the attack of the dough- 
boys.

continued decline in commodity prices. The major indexes show the present 
average to be the lowest for the year to date, and some of them indicate present 
prices to be lower than at any time during 1925. An easy tone to commodity 
prices means, of course, that the supply is greater than the demand, or, to be 
more accurate, that the prospective supply is greater than the prospective 
demand. 

This situation is true at a time of probably the most widespread prosperity 
the country as a whole has ever experienced. The interpretation of this 
seeming anomaly is found in a highly developed production capacity due to 
improved and more efficient methods, and, equally, to improved distribution 
facilities. 

The latter phase is of extreme importance. The transportation system of 
the country has reached a high stage of efficiency and deliveries are made 
promptly. This eliminates the necessity of forward buying, and consequently 
eliminates almost entirely speculation in commodities. The sharp fluctuations 
in prices that were so common a few years ago will be curtailed so long as the 
railroads of the United States are able to maintain their present high degree 
of service. As the manufacturer is doing his part in reducing costs of produc. 
tion, it would appear that the trend of commodity prices will continue down. 
ward, and the dollar finally obtain, in a measure, its old prewar purchasing 
power. 

In connection with the improvement program the railroads initiated in 
1921, the Bureau of Railway Economics reports that $754,000,000 was spent 
for new equipment, improvement of facilities and extensions during 192}, 
Over the last four years $3,117,000,000 has been se expended. The budget for 
1926 contemplates an expenditure of nearly $800,000,000. 


The result of these expenditures, naturally, has been to place the railroads 
in the best physical condition in their history. By putting their equipment 
and roadway in first-class order they have been able to give unexcelled service, 
and, at the same time, to substantially reduce operating expenses. However, 
at no time since the war have the railroads been able to earn a “fair” return 
on their valuation. The fair return is regarded as 5.75 percent, and 1925 saw 
nearest approach to that figure, when 5.63 percent was reported. 


It is rather early in the year to make predictions concerning 1926 earnings, 
but so far the results lend encouragement to the prospect of a fair retum 
of 5.75 being achieved. It is estimated that revenue freight loadings for the 
first four months of the year will total 16,555,576 cars, or about 87,000 more 
cars than for the same period of 1925. This should mean, of course, a gain 
in gross earnings over last year, and, because of improved facilities and the 
possibility of a lower operating ratio, there should also be a substantial gain 
in net earnings over last year.

LINE PERSONNEL BOARD 


GENERAL CONSIDERATIONS 


1. The Board in its draft of proposed legislation has considered various features 
of existing law that have been deemed unsatisfactory in their results. Some of these 
features are as follows: 


(a) Officers have been retired for age in grade who have not been passed over 
by the selection board, and the number of such officers will increase hereafter ; some 
of them will reach the retiring age before they finish the qualification service of 
se in the grade making them eligible for consideration by the selection 


(b) The proportion of available vacancies to the number of officers qualified to fill 
them is irregular and uncertain. 

(c) The length of service in the grades from lieutenant up varies from 5 to 11 
years and will not improve under existing law. 

(d) The large number of officers, about 800, consisting of ex-warrant officers, 
ex-reserve officers, and ex-temporary officers, now on the Navy list between the Naval 
Academy classes of 1918 and 1921, constitute a “hump” of large proportions. 

(e) The proportion, or percentage, of officers in the different grades, which was 
determined under the conditions of 1916, is no longer in accord with present 
conditions. 

(f) Selection does not extend far enough down the list. 

(g) There is no existing method of utilizing the services of able-bodied officers 
who are separated from the Service involuntarily by reason of the fact that there 
are —- more officers in each lower grade than are needed to supply the grade 
next above. 


2. The above subdivisions may be taken up in order, somewhat more at length: 


(a) Officers have been retired for age in grade who have not been passed over by 
the selection board. 

This is largely an effect of the wide. difference in age, four years, of the members 
of the same Naval Academy class. There would be advantages in reducing this 
limit to two years. On the other hand, due to a difference in educational facilities, 
it may be best to retain the present limits, which give every boy a margin of four 
years in which to secure an appointment and be admitted to the Naval Academy. A 
more apparent cause, though partly an effect of the above, is the present so-called 
“age-in-grade” retirement feature of existing law, under which members of the same 
Naval Academy class, if not earlier promoted, will retire in their grades at intervals 
spaced over a total period of four years. 

Of the officers retired for age in grade who have not been passed over by a 
selection board, it is well to distinguish between those who were eligible for con- 
sideration by the board and those who were not. If they were eligible, the board 
could have gone down the list to reach them, though such has not been the practice, 
as it could not have done so for the sole purpose of saving them from retirement. 
But how, if they were not eligible? There have been none such as yet; but, under 
existing law, the normal service in the grade of commander will in time be five 
years (45 to 50), and the service in the grade of lieutenant commander will be 
about the same. With a qualification service of four years, this means that the 
average age man in each class will have one year in which to be considered by 
the board, those younger than the average will have two or three years, and those 
older than the average will be retired for age before their qualification service is 
finished. The older men are thus denied an equal opportunity, not for promotion 
plone, but, in fact, they are denied even an opportunity to be considered by the 

ard. 

(b) The proportion of available vacancies to the number of officers qualified to 
fill them is irregular and uncertain. 

This situation arises through two irregularities, first, the number of vacancies, 
depending on casualties and retirements; second, the number of officers qualified to 
fill them, depending on the relative size of classes near the top of the next lower 
grades. It constitutes an unequal opportunity. It can not be entirely corrected 
under the system of promotion by selection; but it can be partly corrected 'by 
selecting each year a minimum average number of officers, instead of the exact 
number to fill the vacancies for the year, those so selected to remain eligible until 
promoted. Such practice reduces the first of the irregularities above, but does not 
affect the second. The second irregularity can be somewhat modified by limiting the 
number to be eliminated in any one year. Both of these features are incorporated 
in the proposed bill. 

(c) The length of service under existing law varies materially in the different 
grades. 

There are many advantages in having a uniform length of service in all the 
grades. It gives a uniform time to become proficient in the duties of each grade and 
to prepare for the duties of the next higher grade; and it aids materially in admin- 
istration, not the least important feature of which is laying out advantageously 
the sea and shore duties of each grade. 

(ad) About 800 ex-warrant, ex-reserve, and ex-temporary officers now on the 
Navy list between the classes of 1918 and 1921. 

The presence of this large number of officers contemporary with three Naval 
Academy classes constitutes a difficulty of the first order. Under existing law they 
and their Naval Academy contemporaries would completely fill any grade in which 
they might arrive. By the law of June 4, 1920, they may serve for 10, 6, or 8 
years in the grades of lieutenant commander, commander, and captain, respectively, 
in which grades the service for other officers will be fixed eventually by existing 
law at about five, five, and six years, respectively. They are thus privileged over 
other officers, and without permanent advantage to themselves, for if not selected 
for promotion along with their line contemporaries, they would be merely marking 
time and unnecessarily filling the grade. Their representatives who appeared before 
the board were practically unanimous in stating that they did not want these special 
privileges. What most of them did want was to be put exactly on the footing of 
Naval Academy graduates, and to have the privilege of voluntary retirement after 
reaching a certain age or a certain length of service. This the board has recom- 
mended in the bill forming a part of this report. 

(e) Existing percentages in the different grades are no longer in accord with 
present requirements. 

The board heard evidence in favor of material increases in the percentages in 
some of the intermediate grades. They have recommended only ery slight increase, 
no more than 1 percent in any grade. 


(f) Selection extended further downward and elimination of tix selected. 

This principle is desirable if the eliminations are not too drasti tke start. 
Officers develop at different rates. Judgments made as to their quali! ns after 
five years of service would often be changed after 10 years. Nevert! ere is a 
certain amount of deadwood that develops early that can with be dis- 
pensed with. Early separations are also as a rule more econo later 
separations of the same individuals at a higher rate of pay. So it seer at some 
elimination can be made in the grades of lieutenant and lieutenant inj-r grade) 
with resultant advantage to the Navy. The officers of these grades appeared 
before the board were of one mind as regards the situation in this part of the ! t. 
They realized that eliminations would have to be made, then or later, 1 tha r 
general an earlier elimination would give them a better chance to make tart 
civil life; but they were anxious to know exactly what to expect. They mnted 
adequate compensation for those eliminated, but admitted that the com): at 
should not be made so high as to induce desirable men to leave the service ‘They 
thought that if these conditions were complied with they would have no grou 
complaint, and that they would be more contented, and their minds more ai ¢:se 


than at present. The board considered that this position was well taken, and b 
conformed to it in its recommendations in this connection. 
(g) Utilizing the services of able-bodied officers separated from the active list. 
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A special category of the Naval Reserve, to be called the Transferred Officer,’ 
Reserve, is created for this purpose, as explained later. Able-bodied officers Sepa. 
rated from the active list with less than 30 years’ service form the personnel of this 
category and thus render adequate service. : 


GENERAL PRINCIPLES 


3. Before proceeding with an account of the personnel bill now recommended 
it will be in order to enumerate a few general principles that have guided the boar, 
in its deliberations. In the first place, the general method of promotion and the 
existing machinery, as provided in the present law, are well understood; and jf 
they can be made to function in a manner to overcome the principal objections tha 
have been urged since the law was first inaugurated, now nearly 10 years ago, j, 
will be in every way desirable to retain the same method and the same machinery 
The bill itself should be simple, direct, logical, easy to understand, and easy }, 
apply. 

4. The original Britten bill (H. R. 10355), Dec. 5, 1924, as modified by the 
Bureau of Navigation Dec. 15, 1924, and the General Board Jan. 21, 1925, has bee, 
taken as the basis of this report and the bill which is now recommended. 


5. A feature of existing law, and of various of the proposed amendments, which 
has seemed difficult to explain, is the age-in-grade retirement, or its variation, retire. 
ment for length of service. Neither of these is really a logical reason for nop. 
promotion. Within limits, a few years in age in these grades does not affect the 
officer’s capacity to perform his duties efficiently; and, on the other hand, length of 
service, which means more experience, is in itself a reason for retaining officers, 
and not for retiring them. 


6. The real question is, not when retirements shall be made, but when promotions 
shall be made. Shall they be made, at the latest, by age or by length of service? 
In the same class age varies by four years. The law assumes that this variation 
is permissible. Length of service is the criterion up to the grade of lieutenant, 
when the age at the earliest may vary from 26 to 30. Should this now be changed to 
make age the criterion, and similarly for subsequent promotions? In effect, 
what is wanted is that officers should serve long enough in each grade to become 
proficient in that grade, and to fit themselves for the duties of the next higher 
grade. This is a matter of experience, and experience goes with length of service, 
Length of service, then, would seem to be the criterion for promotion, and not age, 


7. For final retirement, as between age and length of service, the case is different, 
Here it is a question of when a man becomes physically unfitted for the best per. 
formance of any active duty. ‘This varies with individuals; but, in any case, it ; 
his age, on the whole, that makes a man physically unfit and not his length of 
service. So in the Army and Navy 64 has been assumed as an age, when, on the 
average, a man becomes physically unfit for the heavy responsibilities and best 
performance of active duty. If age is not taken as the criterion, how apply length 
of service to officers from sources other than the Naval Academy or to staff officers? 





8. In deciding on the proper time for promotion, at the latest, it has come to bh 
pretty generally agreed that seven-year periods of service in the different grades give 
the best results. The average total service of officers is 42 years, from 22 to 64, 
Hence, if we divide the total service into six periods of seven years each, place the 
ensigns and lieutenants (junior grade) in the first period, then each of the follow. 
ing grades may be given a separate period. The most conspicuous advantage of 
such spacing is that with a required qualification service of four years in the 
selective grades, there will be at least three years left in each grade during which 
officers will be eligible for selection, or each officer will have at least three chances 
in each grade for consideration by the selection board. There are other advantages 
as well, particularly in adjusting administrative details of sea and shore duty. 


9. If the reasoning thus far is logical it follows that officers are not retired in 
any of the grades below rear admiral because they are too old, or have too much 
service, but simply because there are more officers in each lower grade than are 
needed to fill the next higher grade, that the promotions are made by selection 
prior to the completion of the designated periods, and that the retirements that 
follow are made solely on account of such non-selection. This is more simple to 
explain. The question of age-in-grade or length of service for retirement thus 
disappears entirely. 

10. To sum up, it is considered fundamental in any personnel scheme that of- 
ficers enter each rank at the time of life, and of service, at which they are by 
experience and mental and physical vigor best suited to undertake the duties ap- 
propriate to that rank. Within reasonable limits, any such stated periods to un- 
dertake the duties of the various grades are empirical. However, there is some 
such period applicable in each rank. The Navy being primarily, in time of peace, 
a training institution in constant preparation for war, it is a further fact that 
officers should not remain in a grade unduly long after they have become thor- 
oughly proficient in the duties of that grade. This principle fits in with the first 
principle, in that if entry into any rank is delayed beyond the proper time of 
life to undertake the duties of that rank, then the officer’s value in the rank which 
he has held longer than necessary begins from that moment to decrease, and further 
training in that grade is uneconomical. The concensus of many well informed 
opinions is that even periods of seven years in the various ranks are best suited 
for this purpose. 


11. The next fundamental personnel requisite is that every officer, regardless: 
of age or the number of contemporaries on entry into the service, should, at ap- 
proximately the same stage in his career, have the same opportunity for pro 
motion, or at any rate, the same opportunity for actual and effective consideration 
not only as his contemporaries may have, but also as any officer may have under 
normal functioning of the personnel scheme. 


12. In practical application the former propositions and this one are frequently 
diametrically opposed. There must be some give on the part of one or the other 
Inasmuch as personnel contentment and morale are a prime military requisite 
it would seem that where conflict exists between them the earlier propositions 
(equal periods of service in the grades) should give way and the later one (equality 
of promotion opportunity) should obtain. 


13. It is possible to devise a system of even average opportunity in first place, 
and even periods of service in the grades in second place, in which slight vari- 
ations at the start become of less and less*moment, and as the list becomes normal, 
they eventually disappear, and the seven-year periods become the rule. 


DETAILS OF PROPOSED BILL 


14. The accompanying Figures, 1 to 4, illustrate the working of the proposed 
bill. Fig. 1 is the present law, normal, attrition 4 percent, total 5,499. The normal 
condition has not been reached. as yet, but will be reached when age-in-grade re 
tirements become operative throughout. The unsatisfactory features are the uD 
even spacing in the grades and the resultant unequal opportunities of individuals 
for consideration by the selection board. The spacing is as follows: Ensign and 
lieutenant (junior grade) 8.3 years, lieutenant 9.3 years, lieutenant commander 
5.4 years, commander 5 years, captain 6 years, rear admiral 8 years, total 42 years 
With a qualification service of four years it is seen that the older men in the classes 
will retire for age in the grades of lieutenant commander and commander before 
they become eligible for consideration by the selection board, and they will barely 
become eligible in the grade of captain. 

15. Fig. 2 is the same as Fig. 1, but with an even seven year spacing, and the 
resultant percentages in the several spaces. It shows a marked increase in the 
intermediate spaces as compared with the corresponding grades of Fig. 1, and 8 
orresponding decrease in the earlier spaces, as follows: 

To 7 years, 36 percent; 7 to 14 years, 27 percent; 14 to 21 years, 21 percent 

to 28 years, 11 percent; 28 to 35 years, 4 percent; 35 to 42 years, 1 percent. 

§. Fig. 3 shows the present percentages with an even seven year spacing; a0! 
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Fig. 4 the percentages now recommended, combined with the even seven year 
spacing. Fig. 4 is in fact the original Britten Bill (H.R. 10355), with modifica- 
tions as recommended by the Bureau of Navigation and the General Board, as 
previously stated. 

17. The percentages as above may be tabulated as follows:

18. The increase of lieutenant commanders from 14 percent to 15 percent and 
of commanders from 7 percent to 8 percent is more apparent that real. It is an 
actual increase to that extent of the number of officers in the ranks of commander 
and lieutenant commander; but the increase is in younger officers of shorter serv- 
ice and less pay. If we consider only the groups of a given length of service, as 
shown in Figs. 2 and 4, it is not an increase at all, but an actual decrease, from 
21 percent to 15 percent of the group with service of from 14 to 21 years and 
from 11 percent to 8 percent of the group with service of from 21 to 28 years. 
As the present pay act is based largely on length of service, rather than on rank, 
the saving in pay is considerable. (Complete cost comparisons are given later.) 

19. A simple comparison in Figs. 1 and 4 brings out this point very clearly. 
The area of the two figures is the same, the total 5,499 being the same in each case. 
jut in Fig. 1 the middle area is of greater height than in Fig. 4, whereas the 
reverse is the case in the earlier areas of corresponding length of service. With 
a pay table based in the main on length of service the total pay for Fig. 4 would 
thus be less than for Fig. 1. This is borne out by the cost comparisons. 

20. Fig. 3 shows that it would be inadvisable to change the spacing in the 
grades without some change in the existing percentages. No elimination would 
be required from lieutenant (junior grade) to lieutenant, in fact the reverse and 
a very large elimination would be required from lieutenant to lieutenant commander. 
At this point 216 would be arriving each year on the average, and 92 would be 
eliminated each year, or 43 percent. This is a very severe elimination. The cor- 
responding figures from Fig. 4 are 199 arriving and 66 eliminated, or 33 percent, 
which is much less severe, and which is moreover about the uniform rate through- 
out the middle of the list by that plan. The rates of elimination in Fig. 4 are 
as follows, referring in each case to the percentage of elimination from the class, 
er date, at the top of each grade: Lieutenant (junior grade), 5 percent; lieutenant, 
33 percent; lieutenant commander, 29 percent; commander, 34 percent; captain, 
7 percent. For the first elimination 5 percent is ample to take care of the men 
who have not made good, whereas in the last elimination 67 percent is high, but 
it cannot be avoided when there are four times as many captains as rear ad- 
mirals. In the intermediate grades the figure is close to one-third in each grade. 
It could be made closer by establishing fractional percentages for the numbers in 
the grades, but this is not desirable. 

21. Other changes have sometimes been recommended, as for instance increasing 
the ensigns and lieutenants (junior grade) by 1 percent, and decreasing the lieu- 
tenants by 1 percent. This would make a 10 percent elimination from the senior 
class of lieutenants (junior grade) and 31 percent elimination from the senior 
class of lieutenants; but it would increase the entering class from 371 to 380, and 
produce in the end the same number of lieutenant commanders. Thus the final 
effect would be to enter nine more ensigns, and later eliminate them, with no 
eventual difference. 

22. Another suggestion, with perhaps more to recommend it, was to shorten the 
combined service of lieutenants (junior grade) and ensigns to six years, and increase 
the service of captains to eight years. This would make the ages in the intermediate 
grades a year younger, which would be desirable, and would reduce the cost cor- 
respondingly. It would also make less eliminations from captains. But it would 
add 39 more ensigns and eliminate 31 more lieutenants (junior grade). It would 
also eliminate more commanders, thus making possible a smaller elimination of 
captains. On the whole, the even seven-year spacing offers greater advantages. 

23. While it has been shown above that the number of officers in the two seven- 
year groups of service of from 14 to 28 years have not been increased in the pro- 
posed bill, but have actuaily been materially decreased, with corresponding decrease 
in cost, the ranks of lieutenant commander and commander have been increased by 
1 percent each. This increase, as has been stated, is necessary to take account of 
the very different distribution of duties as now and as at the time of the passage 
of the existing law in 1916. The greatest difference is in the much larger number 
relatively of smaller craft, as destroyers, submarines and auxiliaries, requiring offi- 
cers of these two ranks. The testimony of responsible officers who appeared before the 
board was entirely in accord as to the necessity of an increase, the recommenda- 
tions varying between 2 and 4 percent. The board has made the proposed increase 
a minimum of 1 percent in each of the two grades. 

24. For comparison only, the percentages in the grades of commander and above 
as per existing law, for the line and the staff corps, are as follows: 

Line, above commander, 5 percent; commanders, 7 percent. 

Medical Corps, above commander, 415 percent; commanders, 8 percent. 

Pay Corps, above commander, 414 percent; commanders, 8 percent. 

Construction Corps, above commander, 9 percent; commanders, 14 percent. 

Civil Engineers, above commander, 6 percent; commanders, 14 percent. 

The percentages are not prescribed for lieutenant commanders in the Staff Corps 
under existing law, but are lumped with the remaining grades. Staff officers are 
promoted as far as lieutenant commander with their running mate in the line. 

25. The cost comparison of the present law and the proposed law, normal work- 
ing, as shown in Figs. 1 and 4, respectively, total 5,499, attrition, 4 percent, is as 
follows:

26. It is thus seen that, as was to be expected, there is a saving in every par- 
ticular, active pay, allowances (which are placed at the maximum, as for de- 
pendents), and retired pay, including the Transferred Officers’ Reserve. The reason 
for the decrease on the active list is that the officers under the proposed law will be 
younger, of shorter service, which more than makes up for the slight increase of 
1 percent in the ranks of commander and lieutenant commander. On the retired 
list there are more earlier retirements, or separations, at a lesser rate of pay, and 
less later retirements at an inceased rate of pay, which accounts for the very great 
saving in this regard, normally about $1,300,000 a year. The total saving is about a 
million and three-quarters. 


A LIMITED NUMBER OF VOLUNTARY RETIREMENTS TO BE 
ALLOWED IN GRADES IN WHICH INVOLUNTARY 
RETIREMENTS ARE MADE 


27. This feature does not occur in the existing law, though it was a very satis- 
factory feature of the personnel act of 1899. If involuntary eliminations are neces- 
sary in any part of the list, a principle now and for many years generally ac- 
cepted, it becomes almost a corollary that the process may be logically simplified 
and abbreviated by permitting voluntary eliminations from the same grades. The 
board has incorporated this feature in the proposed bill. In certain parts of the list, 


where the involuntary eliminations must of necessity be extensive, it is natural to 
expect that there will be many applications for voluntary separations. 


In many 


cases, in which the involuntary separation would occur some years earlier, there 
would be a considerable saving to the Government. A typical case would be the 
following: An ex-warrant officer, lieutenant, now 42 years old and with 23 years’ 
service, wishes to retire, but would have to wait seven years to take advantage of 
the 30-year law. Would it be a saving to the Government to let him go now? 
Retiring now, his total pay for his expectation of life on the 2% percent basis 
would be about $62,000. If he waited seven years, the corresponding amount at a 
higher rate of pay would be $70,500, or, in case he goes now, a saving to the Gov- 
ernment of $8,500. There would be an additional saving in the fact that his place 
on the lieutenants’ list for the intervening seven years would presumably be taken 
by a younger Naval Academy man at less pay. This is figured at about $13,600, 
making a total saving in this case of $22,000. These figures would be changed 
somewhat by considering the ex-warrant officer’s probability of surviving the inter- 
vening seven years, as also the effect on the lower part of the list in promotions, 
retirements, etc. Also the amounts would vary considerably in individual cases; but 
the fact remains that on the whole there would be a considerable financial gain to 
the Government, and also a material improvement in the present irregularity in this 
part of the list, resulting eventually in a much small number of involuntary elimi- 
nations. 


SPECIAL CATEGORY OF NAVAL RESERVE FOR TRANSFERRED 
OFFICERS 


28. It seems illogical to separate from the active list able-bodied officers of less 
than 30 years’ service and place them on the retired list. The retired list should 
be for long service or disability. Able-bodied and younger officers, if granted any 
form of compensation on separation, should render an adequate return therefor. 

29. For such purpose it has seemed proper to recommend a special category of 
the Naval Reserve, to be called the Transferred Officers’ Reserve, to be composed 
of able-bodied officers of less than 30 years’ service. The Fleet Naval Reserve would 
be in some respects suitable, but, owing to its organization into regional divisions, 
mostly for destroyer crews, with regular quotas of officers, and promotions therein 
from grade to grade, it would necessitate a complete reorganization. Even then it 
would be suitable only for such transferred officers as resided in the corresponding 
localities and weve not in excess of the local requirements. Then, too, the training 
periods, as required for the Fleet Naval Reserve, are not necessary for officers trans- 
ferred from the Regular Navy. 

30. The real value of such transferred officers is in the mobilization plans for 
emergency or war. Each one of them would be detailed for some individual duty, and 
would report when ordered. Many kinds of duty will have to be provided for, in the 
Regular Navy afloat and the many auxiliaries required in war, as instructors for 
recruits, and at shore stations, where the Reserves would serve as reliefs of active 
officers, who would thus be freed for sea duty. 

31. Lieutenant commanders would serve in such Naval Reserve until the com- 
pletion of their 30 years’ service, when they would be transferred to the retired list 
of the Navy, and officers of lower grades would be required to serve for seven years 
only, with part lump sum compensation and part annuity for the seven-year period, 
when they would be honorably discharged. 

32. The total compensation is based on the 244 percent rule of all retirements 
and separations, but with this modification. If the lump sum compensation in these 
grades should be computed on the annual amount by the 2% percent rule, multiplied 
by the officer’s expectancy of life, it would equal a sum which at moderate possible 
rates of interest would yield about twice the annual rate by the 2% percent rule, 
and in addition would preserve the capital intact. Hence the lump sum may be very 
materially reduced. The provisions of the proposed bill are in fact based on one- 
half such lump sum. This as actually a 50-50 saving to the Government; and to 
the officer it furnishes an amount which at moderate possible rates of interest 
(about 614 percent for lieutenants and 5% percent for lieutenants (junior grade) ) 
will yield an annuity about equal to the annual rate by the 214 percent rule, and will 
likewise preserve the capital intact. As worked out in the bill, three years’ pay 
for lieutenants and a seven-year annuity of one-third the annual pay, and for lieu- 
tenants (junior grade) two years’ pay and a seven-year annuity of one-sixth the 
annual pay, will amount to a total about equal to one-half the total based on the 
214, percent rule multiplied by the expectancy of life. 

33. In this connection, the British practice in these particulars will be of interest. 
In 1920 and 1922 there were temporary voluntary retirement schemes, mainly to 
reduce the surplus left over after the war. The minimum age for retirement in 1920 
was 30 years. Gratuities went up as high as 500 pounds, in addition to increased 
rates of retirement pay. Commutation of a part of the retired pay into a lump 
sum amount is a feature of the general law, but in 1922 some junior officers were 
allowed total commutation. Under the general law voluntary retirement is per- 
mitted after the age of 40, but there are special cases under that age. The maxi- 
mum retired pay and gratuity obtainable by a lieutenant commander or lieutenant 
is at the age of 42, and would be in our money $1,093.50 annual pay and $13,422.71 
lump sum gratuity. 


NAVAL ACADEMY APPOINTMENTS 


34. There are 533 Senators, Representatives, and Delegates. Experience indicates 
that about 70 percent of these possible appontments ar kept filld, or 378 in all. 

In addition, there are allowed annually 100 ex-enlisted men, 25 ex-Naval Reserves. 
With the usual attrition at the Naval Academy, these would amount to $90 at the 
Academy, or allowing 90 percent of the appointments kept filled, to 351 in all from 
these sources.

35. The usual attrition at the Naval Academy, from the experience of a number 
of years, is 22 percent from the fourth to the third class, 10 percent to the second 
class, 7 percent to the first class, and 8 percent to the graduates. From these figures 
it results that the graduates are 19 percent of the number at the Academy. 

Hence, from 3 appointments, graduates, 292; 4 appointments, graduates, 363; 
5 appointments, graduates, 433. a : s . 

36. The recent policy of the Appropriation Committee is to discourage appoint- 
ments of graduates to staff corps other than the Construction Corps. e average 
appointments to the Construction Corps for the last 10 years have been 10. Hence, 
remaining in line after transfers to Construction Corps— 


3 appointments, 292 less 10—282 
4 appointments, 363 less 10—353 
5 appointments, 433 less 10—423 


37. From Fig. 1, the present law, normal, requires 318 entries annually; from 
Fig. 4, the proposed law, normal, requires 371 entries. Hence three appointments are 
not enough for either the existing law or the proposed law. Three appointments 
unded existing law would give a total of (282+318) X5,499—4,876. Under the pro- 
posed law it would give (2823871) X5,499—4,180. 

38. As to not making appointments to other staff corps, and the Marine Corps, 
from Naval Academy graduates, the only possible motive can be one of economy. 
Naval Academy graduate costs the Government something, the appointee from other 
sources costs the Government nothing. The same would be true of appointments to 
the line. The only real question is, Is he worth the expense? Naturally, it is a 
very great advantage for all naval officers, as far as possible, to be graduates of the 
Naval Academy. Doctrine begins young. With a common origin they all have the 
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same traditions and talk the same language. Besides the Naval Academy is designed 
to accommodate a certain number of midshipmen. The overhead as between the 
full number and a reduced number is inconsiderable. The information is on file in 
the Bureau of Navigation and need not be repeated here. As it is a manifest advan- 
tage to have as many naval officers as possible appointed from the Naval Academy, 
so likewise is it an advantage to have the excess graduates of the Naval Academy, 
if any, diffused in civil life, especially if it can be done at a relatively small expense. 
So from every point of view it seems desirable to maintain the appontments to the 
Naval Academy at the figure authorized by existing law; that is, five from each 
Senator, Representative, and Delegate, besides the fixed number from other sources. 

39. It is possibly not ralized that the discouragement of resignations in the case 
of officers of a certain minimum adequate service is actually illogical. Under any 
system of promotion some 300 to 400 ensigns are commissioned annually and some 
six or seven rear admirals are retired for age annually. No ordinary casualties will 
produce this result. The plain fact is that each lower grade requires and contains 
many more officers than are needed to fill the next higher grade. The required num- 
bers for the next higher grade are selected for promotion and the rest are eliminated. 
Now, these eliminations are expensive, in retired pay, or lump sum compensation, or 
annuities. Resignations, however, cost nothing, hence should be encouraged, within 
limits. A number of years ago midshipmen were required to sign an agreement to 
serve for eight years, four at the Academy and four in active service. This could 
well .be revived. After such service resignations are desirable within proper limits, 
and each one is an actual saving in expense. This takes no account of the gain in 
efficiency in not retaining against his will the services of an officer who prefers 
another occupation. 

40. There is another circumstance attendant on the gradual reduction of the total 
strength of the line, by reason of inadequate admissions to the Naval Academy, which 
perhaps has not been realized as yet, but which will be severely felt in time. The 
entering classes for the past 20 or more years have been based on an eventual normal 
strength supposedly adequate to the requirements of the existing fleet. As has been 
pointed out, there must be a large number of normal eliminations under any pro- 
motions law. If, however, the full strength is reduced by any considerable figure, 
as it will be under the present three-appointment plan, then the normal elimina- 
tions from the classes that entered on a full strength basis must be correspondingly 
and very largely increased; that is, with any given total number in the line under 
normal working, there will be a certain normal number of eliminations each year 
in the various grades. Now, if the total strength is gradually reduced, by, say, 25 
percent, as will be the case under the three-appointment plan, then the classes 
which have been entering in numbers sufficient to keep up the former total strngth 
will now be much too large. Hence they will suffer not only the eliminations com- 
mensurate with the new and smaller total, but also an additional number each year 
to reduce the larger classes to the number proportionate to the new and smalier 
total. This results in a largely increased cost of retirements and lump sum com- 
pensations. Such increased cost of retirements and lump sum compensations for 20 
years has been figured out under the three-appointment plan as compared with the 
five-appointment plan and amounts to some $19,000,000, or nearly $1,000,000 a year. 
This takes no account of the loss of the services of these officers, with possible 
eventual serious results. The cost of the active list is not here included. This is, of 
course, proportionate to the total number on the list. The above considerations afford 
other weighty reasons for not allowing the strength of the line to fall below its 
present normal. 





NEW FEATURES OF PROPOSED BILL 


41. The proposed bill introduces two features which are practically essential, and 
which in fact are distinctive. After the percentages, and the service in the grades, 
have been determined, there would be no difficulty in the application of the measure, 
»if the existing classes were normal. But the classes are not normal; they are in fact 
irregular in the extreme. Hence something is required to produce more or less of an 
average normal result, irregularities notwithstanding. 

42. The main obstacle to an equal opportunity for consideration for each officer 
is found in subparagraph (b) at the beginning of this paper, “The proportion of 
available vacancies to the number of officers qualified to fill them is irregular and 
uncertain.” As has been stated, the bill proposes partly to correct this irregularity, 
first, by selecting each year a minimum average number of officers for promotion, 
independent of the actual vacancies, such officers to remain eligible and be promoted 
in turn as vacancies occur: and, second, when large classes complete their desig- 
nated length of service for any grade, not to retire all the excess not selected for 
promotion, but to confine the number of retirements or separations each year to a 
maximum average number for each grade 

43. With seven-year periods of service in the grades and no attrition, the average 
number to enter or leave a grade would be one-seventh the grade. This is about 
14 percent. By projecting the working of the law a number of years into the 
future, it is found that a minimum annual average of 10 percent may safely be 
selected and designated for each grade for prospective vacancies. If there are 
actually more vacancies, they are filled at the end of the year. If there are less, 
those already designated are held over, and another 10 percent are selected and desig- 
nated. With a normal average of more than 14 percent, taking into account attrition. 
it is clear that by selecting the minimum yearly average of 10 percent, excess desig- 
nations will never accumulate to any considerable extent. 

44. With regard to limiting the number of retirements or separations from 
large classes completing their designated length of service in any year, and not 
considering attrition; as one-seventh should leave any lower grade, and one-seventh 
of the next higher grade should enter that grade, the difference would be the maxi- 
mum average number that could be retired or separated from the active list at this 
time. The normal average would be less than this, owing to attrition, as some- 
thing less than a seventh leaves the lower grade and something more than a 
seventh enters the next higher grade when there is an attrition. But by taking 
the maximum average of one-seventh th lower grade less one-seventh the higher 
grade as the maximum number that can be eliminated from a grade in any year, 
the slight excess over the normal gradually reduces the irregularities of the list with- 
out undue hardship to the members of the large classes. 

45. These two features are actually what make the bill workable. With the exist- 
ing extreme irregularity in the size of classes, and without some such equalizing 
features, equality of opportunity for consideration would be non-existent. These 
two features thus act as shock absorbers, resulting in a fairly uniform progress 
of promotion. 


A BIL. 


To regulate the distribution and promotion of commissioned officers of the line of 
the Navy and for other purposes 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United States of 
America in Congress assembied, That existing law providing for the distribution of 
line officers in various grades is hereby amended so that hereafter such distribution 
shall be in the proportion of one in the grade of rear admiral to four in the grade 
of captain, to eight in the grade of commander, to 15 in the grade of lieutenant- 
commander, to 30 in the grade of lieutenant, to 42 in the grades of lieutenant 
(junior grade) and ensign, inclusive: Provided, That no officer shall be reduced in 
rank or separated from the active list of the Navy as the result of any computation 
made to determine the authorized number of officers in the various grades of the 
line.

(b) Members of the Transferred Officers Reserve shall at all times be subject to 
the laws and regulations for the government of the Regular Navy and shall not 
be discharged from the Naval Reserve except by sentence of a court-martial or upon 
ompletion of their prescribed term of service therein or when transferred to the 
retired list of the Navy as provided in this act. 

ic) Lieutenant commanders of the Transferred Officers Reserve shall, upon their 
own request, be transferred to the retired list of the Navy upon completing 30 
years service counting all service for which they would be entitled to credit for 
voluntary retirement if in the Regular Navy and all time in the Transferred Officers 
teserve.

ferred to the Naval Reserve they shall be paid an amount equal to three years pay 
for lieutenants and two years pay for lieuténants (junior grade), at the rate they 
were receiving at the time of such transfer; thereafter they shall receive annual 
pay at the rate of one-third for lieutenants and one-six for lieutenants (junior 
vrade) of the pay they were receiving at the time of such transfer. When em- 
ployed on active duty, members of the Transferred Officers Reserve shall receive 
the same pay, allowances, gratuities, and other emoluments as provided for officers 
of the Fleet Naval Reserve on active duty. 

(¢) The Secretary of the Navy shall make all necessary regulations, not incon- 
sistent with this act, for the administration of the Transferred Officers Reserve 
and for adapting thereto the provisions of the Naval Reserve act approved Feb. 28, 
1925, in so far as the same may be applied: Provided, That officers of the Regular 
Navy transferred to the Naval Reserve, and lieutenant commanders of the Naval 
Reserve transferred to the retired list of the Navy, as authorized by this act, shall 
appointed by the President in the grades of the service to which transferred 
orresponding to the grades from which transferred, and with the same precedence 
as at the time of said transfer; and said new appointments shall terminate their 
appointments in the service from which transferred. 

Sec. 13. In making any computation required or authorized by or pursuant to 
this act, there shall be excluded from consideration those officers carried by law 
as additional numbers, and whenever a final fraction of one-half or more occurs 
the whole number next above shall be regarded as the authorized number. 

Sec. 14. The provision in the ect approved Aug. 29, 1916 (39 Stat. 579), pre- 
cribing maximum age limits for the promotion of captains, commanders, and 
ieutenant commanders, is hereby repealed. The act of Mar. 4, 1925, section 30 
(43 Stat. 1279), providing for the retirement of officers who have been specially 
commended for their performance of duty in actual combat with the enemy is 
hereby amended by inserting after the words, “by reason of age ineligibility for 
promotion,” the words, “or ineligibility for consideration by a selection board after 
completion of the designated periods of service for their respective grades.” 


Sec. 15. All acts and parts of acts so far as they conflict with the provisions 
of this act, are hereby repealed. 


EXPLANATION OF PROPOSED BILL 


Sec. 1 makes a change in the existing distribution of officers in the various 
grades. Commanders are increased from 7 to 8 percent, lieutenant commanders 
from 14 to 15 percent, and lieutenants (junior grade) and ensigns combined from 
111, percent to 42 pereent. Lieutenants are decreased from 3244 percent to 30 
percent. The increases in the middle of the list are more apparent than real, as 
fully explained in another part of the report, “General Considerations,” ete. The 
service groups of corresponding length of service are actually decreased. The total 
cost of the active list is decreased (see “General Considerations,” etc., paragraph 
25). The reason for the slight increase in the ranks of commander and lieutenant 
commander is that the distribution of duties is now quite different from that of 
ten years ago, when the present law was enacted. The largely increased numbers 
of destroyers, submarines and auxiliaries require a relative increase in these ranks. 

Sec. 2 extends promotion by selection downward two grades. This makes pos- 
sible a better check on the continuous efforts and efficiency of these officers, and 
in addition results in greater economy than if the same officers should be retained 
through one or two more grades to be eliminated later at a higher compensation 
rate, At the same time, as explained in “General Considerations,” etc., the interests 
of these officers have been duly safeguarded, and an adequate compensation pro- 
vided for those eliminated. See also under sections 11 and 12 below. 

Sec. 3 provides a junior line selection board for the selection of officers from 
the two additional grades. The original board, to be called the senior line selection 
board, would have found this too big a task to finish expeditiously. The additional 
board also has officers of less rank and nearer to the grades under consideration, 
which is an advantage. 

Sec. 4 fixes the principal meeting of the selection boards in June of each year, 
and others as the Secretary of the Navy may direct as vacancies may warrant. 
June is the logical month for the boards. It is the last month of the fiscal year, 
also the month in which the new class graduates from the Naval Academy, and the 
month in which the eligibility of officers for selection at the end of the seven-year 
service periods terminates. The procedure of the boards is in accordance with 
existing law except that the number of recommendations for promotion to fill pros- 
pective vacancies is fixed at an average minimum number for each grade for each 
year. This minimum number to be selected for promotion is arrived at as follows: 
With seven year periods of service in the grades, and disregarding attrition, one- 
seventh the number in the grade would pass in and out of each grade each year. 
This is about 14 percent. By reason of attrition about 16 percent actually pass 
nto the grade at the bottom, and about 12 percent actually pass out of the grade 
at the top. By projecting the working of the law about 20 years into the futur. 
it is found that with the existing Navy list 10 percent of the grade is a safe 
minimum annual average for selection for entry to each grade. In case it is found 
at the end of the year that the 10 percent selected are not enough to fill the vacancies 
in any grade, the deficiency is made up by the selection of additional officers for 
promotion, before the next 10 percent are added. If in some exceptional years the 
10 percent selected should be more than sufficient to fill vacancies, the excess would 
accumulate, but would eventually disappear. To prevent too great an accumulation 
of such excess of officers selected for promotion it is provided that if on June 30, 
after the vacancies are filled, the excess should be 10 percent or more in any grade, 
then the number to be selected for promotion for the next year would be only 8 
percent of the next higher grade. 2 ; 

The whole idea of this minimum average selection each year is this. As ex- 
plained in the paper on general considerations, etc., there will be some years i' 
which there will be a small number of vacancies and other years in which ther 
will be a large number. Owing to the irregular size of classes at the head of t 
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grades the small number of vacancies might fall to the large classes, and vice versa. 
This constitutes an unequal opportunity, a situation that will be partially cor- 
rected by designating a certain minimum average number each year. The inequality 
of large classes arriving near the top of the grades is partially corrected by the 
provisions of section 10 

There would be other possible methods of reducing too large an accumulation 
of selections, but all open to objections. For instance, it could be provided that 
selected officers who passed a certain number of years beyond the designated seven 
year periods before making their vacancy would have to be reselected. This would 
put them at a disadvantage over existing law, for they would then be competing 
for a second time, and with a much larger group of juniors than before. Hence, 
the minimum average recommendations for promotion alone should be made, and they 
should not come up again for selection, as this would defeat the original object. 

second method would be to stop further designations for promotion after 
accumulating a certain percentage. This would revert to the existing condition, 
only shifting it along for a year or more. That is, after the accumulation had 
been made, each group next arriving would only get the vacancies fer the current 
year. 
. So the real solution seems to be to fix the minimum to be selected low enough 
in the first place to avoid unnecessary accumulations; and if in exceptional years 
they should nevertheless occur, then to reduce slightly the minimum to be selected 
for that year and grade until the conditions are again normal. In working out the 
effect of the law until 1949 it was found that it was necessary to apply this reduc- 
tion once only about every three years on the average. 

See. 5 changes the wording of existing law to bring out the fact that it is 
promotion that is based on length of service, and not retirement. The latter is 
the result, and not the cause, as would seem from the existing wording. This 
change is more fully explained in the paper on general considerations, etc. The 
first proviso changes the date for completion of qualification service from Nov. 30 
to June 30, which is nearer the usual meeting time of the board, and makes a 
three years qualification for lieutenants (junior grade). The next proviso bases 
the computation of service for Naval Academy graduates on June 30 four years 
after date of entry, thus avoiding complications, where the actual length of the 
course has differed from four years. The last proviso assimilates officers from 
sources other than the Naval Academy, under the act of June 4, 1920, with the Naval 
Academy class originally next junior to them. Later changes by gain or loss of 
numbers thus do not affect their status. They are thereby placed on an entire 
equality with graduates, but of the class just below them, which in same cases 
gives them a delay of several months before becoming ineligible. 

Sec. 6 provides that officers once recommended for promotion by a selection board 
shall be placed on a promotion list and, with exceptions, shall remain on such list 
until promoted. It may happen that some occurrence after recommendation would 
indicate that an officer should not be promoted. In such a case, if not nominated, 
he would remain on the active list until retired for age, or at his own request. 
Cases of this nature will be rare, but if they occur, then by the proviso, the name 
of the officer can be resubmitted to the selection board. In other respects there are 
many advantages in continuing an officer on the promotion list when once selected. 
The whole possibility of making a minimum average number of designations «ach 
year is necessarily based on this feature, and could not otherwise be made effective. 

See. 7 provides for the retirement of captains, commanders and lieutenant com- 
manders who become ineligible for selection, or who fail to pass their professional 
examination for promotion. In the case of lieutenant commanders of less than 
30 years service, they are transferred to the Naval Reserve. 


Sec. 8 fixed the pay of officers retired under this act at 2% percent of their 
active duty pay multiplied by the number of years of service for which entitled to 
credit in computation of longevity pay, not to exceed a total of 75 percent. 


Sec. 9 regulates the disposal of lieutenants and lieutenants (junior grade) who 
become ineligible for selection. (a) If they had ten years previous naval service 
when first commissioned they are regularly retired. (b) Those with less than ten 
years are transferred to the same grade in the Naval Reserve. (c) If they previously 
held permanent warrant or permanent commissioned warrant rank they are to 
have the option of reverting to their warrant status with their former seniority. 


Sec. 10 limits the involuntary retirements or transfers to the Naval Reserve 
of officers who become ineligible for selection. Normally, without attrition, with 
seven year periods in each grade, one-seventh would pass out of each grade each 
year; of these, one-seventh of the number in the next higher grade would be pro- 
moted into that grade. The difference would be eliminated. Owing to attrition 
something less than a seventh of the lower grade passes out, and something more 
than a seventh of the higher grade is promoted to that grade. Hence a seventh 
of the lower grade less a seventh of the higher grade is a somewhat greater elimi- 
nation than the normal, the excess being actually about 3 percent of the lower 
grade, depending on the attrition rate. This moderate excess permits the gradual 
reduction of irregularities. When large classes arrive at the period of service 
when they become ineligible for promotion unless selected, there would be a corre- 
spondingly large elimination, except for some such limitation. With the limitation 
some of the members hold on longer and have another chance for consideration 
by the selection board. The board designates by name those to remain over. 

Sec. 11 permits the voluntary retirement or transfer to the Naval Reserve of 
a limited number of officers each year who might eventually be involuntarily retired 
or transferred under the provisions of section 10. This limited number has been 
placed at 3 percent, which by the last paragraph is the excess over the normal 
eliminations of the maximum eliminations permitted under the one-seventh less one- 
seventh rule. The result is that the number of voluntary separations permitted 
is about equal to the excess of involuntary over normal eliminations, thus eventually 
reducing the number necessary to remove involuntarily to a figure about equal to 
the normal. Each officer so retired or transferred results in a positive saving 
to the Government if he goes out earlier at a lesser rate of pay. Some of the ex- 
warrant officers, of relatively long service, who appeared before the board stated 
that a great majority of such officers would take advantage of this provision. Their 
figures on this assumption indicated a very large total saving. Their place on 
the active list would be taken by officers presumably of less service and at a less 
rate of pay; and they themselves, by retiring earlier, would also make a saving. 
This provision is regarded as just to the officers concerned and of value to the 
Government, and it will help materially in reducing the large present excess of 
officers in certain of the classes in the grade of lieutenant, and in many cases at 
a considerable saving. The figures for a typical case are given in the paper on 
general considerations, etc. 

Sec. 12 creates a fourth class of the Naval Reserve, the Transferred Officers 
Reserve. This is to be composed of able-bodied officers of less than 30 years 
service involuntarily separated from the active list of the Navy. Lieutenant com- 
manders so transferred have their regular retired pay, and on completing a total 
of 30 years service they may at their own request be transferred to the retired 





list tt Navy. Lieutenants and lieutenants (junior grade) transferred to the 
Transterre ficers Reserve are permanently separated from the active list and 
serve for ven years in the Reserve and are then honorably discharged. Their 
compensation is part lump sum, on transfer, and the rest in the form of a seven 
vear arnui The method of arriving at these figures is explained in the paper 
n geners! considerations, etc. 

See. 1% exeludes additional numbers from any computation required to be made, 

d pre bes the rule for counting a final fraction of one-half; that is, the next 
gher le number is to be taken. Existing law (act of Aug. 29, 1916) prescribes 
the nez t whole number in case of final fractions, but this section now disposes 
f the ction of one-half which is equally distant from two whole numbers. 


4 repeals the maximum age limits for the promotion of captains, com- 
rs. and lieutenant commanders (act of Aug. 29, 1916), the so-called “age- 
le’ provision, now no longer needed.

NAVY EQUALIZATION BILL 


The text of the Navy Equalization bill (H.R. 7181) as it was re- 
ported to the House of Representatives, Mar. 18, is given below. A 
similar bill (S. 3644) was introduced in the Senate on Mar. 20 by 
Senator Johnson. The Senate bill was introduced to expedite hear- 
ings and action on the bill by that body while H.R. 7181 is pending on 
the calendar of the House. No date has been set for hearings on 
S. 3644 by the Senate Committee on Naval Affairs. 


A BILL 


To provide for the equalization of promotion of officers of the staff corps of the 
Navy with officers of the line. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United States 
of America in Congress assembled, That for all purposes of this act the words “‘staff 
officer” or “staff officers’’ as hereinafter used shall be construed to include officers 
of the Medical, Supply, Chaplain, Construction, Civil Engineer, and Dental Corps 
of the Navy only. 

Hereafter all advancements to the ranks of rear admiral, captain, and commander 
in each staff corps above mentioned, including the advancement of staff officers who 
are or may be carried on the Navy list as additional to the numbers of such ranks, 
shall be by selection only from staff officers of the next lower respective rank in 
the corps concerned upon the recommendation of a board of naval officers as 
hereinafter provided: Provided, That nothing in this act shall be construed as 
authorizing or permitting the advancement of any officer of the Chaplain Corps or 
Dental Corps to a higher rank than that of captain, and the ranks of commander 
or captain are hereby established in the grade of dental surgeon: Provided further, 
That the advancements of staff officers herein authorized to the ranks of rear 
admiral, captain and commander shall be made regardless of numbers or per- 
centages established by any prior acts for the distribution of staff officers in the 
ranks or grade of such corps, and such prior acts in so far as they establish 
numbers or percentages of staff officers in the various ranks or grades are hereby 
repealed: Provided further, That nothing in this act shall be construed as author- 
izing or permitting in the permanent rank of rear admiral, exclusive of additional 
numbers, more than four officers of the Medical Corps, three officers of the Supply 
Corps, one officer of the Construction Corps, and one officer of the Civil Engineer 
Corps: Provided further, That when a staff officer is advanced by selection in 
accordance with this act to a rank which does not now exist in the grade held by 
him at the time of such advancement he shall be promoted to the next higher 
grade in his corps at the same time he is so advanced in rank: Prowided further, 
That no staff officer shall be advanced to the rank of rear admiral, captain, or 
commander except in accordance with the provisions of this act and by and with 
the advice and consent of the Senate, but this shall not operate to repeal sections 
1506 and 1507 of the Revised Statutes. 

Sec. 2. Boards for the selection of staff officers for recommendation for advance- 
ment to the rank of rear admiral shall be composed of not less than three nor more 
than nine officers of the rank of rear admiral or commodore on the active or 
retired list of the staff corps concerned. Boards for the selection of staff officers 
for recommendation for advancement to the ranks of captain and commander shall 
be composed of not less than six nor more ‘han nine officers not below the 
rank of captain on the active or retired list of the staff corps concerned: Provided, 
That in case there be not a sufficient number of staff officers of the corps 
concerned legally or physically capacitated to serve on a selection board of such 
corps as herein provided, officers of the line on the active list of the rank of 
rear admiral may be detailed to duty on such board to constitute the required 
minimum membership: Provided further, That no officer shall be recommended 
for advancement unless he shall have received the recommendation of not less 
than two-thirds of the members of the board. 

Sec. 38. Each member of the selection board herein provided for shall swear, 
or affirm, that he will, without prejudice or partiality and having in view solely 
the special fitness of officers and the efficiency of the naval service, perform the 
duties imposed upon him as herein provided. 

Each said selection board shall be furnished by the Secretary of the Navy with 
the number of officers to be recommended for advancement by said board and 
with the names of all officers who are eligible for consideration for selection by 
said board as herein authorized, together with the record of each such officer. 
If a selection board does not recommend a number of officers for advancement to 
any rank equal to the number furnished to that board for that rank by the 
Secretary of the Navy as provided in this section, the difference between the 
number actually recommended by the board and the number furnished the board 
by the Secretary of the Navy may be added by the Secretary of the Navy to 
the number furnished by him to the next succeeding board as prescribed by this 
section. Any officer eligible for consideration for selection as herein authorized 
shall have the right to forward through official channels at any time not later 
than 10 days after the convening of a selectidén board for his rank and corps a 
written communication inviting attention to any matter of record in the Navy 
Department concerning himself which he deems important in the consideration of 
his case: Provided, That such communication shall not contain any reflection 
upon the character, conduct, or motives of, or criticism of, any officer. 

The report of each board shall be in writing, signed by all of the members, 
and shall certify that the board has carefully considered the case of every officer 
eligible for consideration by said board under ‘the provisions of this, act, and 
that in the opinion of not less than two-thirds of the members of the board the 
officers therein recommended are the best fitted of all those under consideration to 
assume the duties of the next higher rank. The report of the board shall be sub- 
mitted to the President for approval or disapproval. In case any officer recom- 
mended by the board be not acceptable to the President, the board shall be in- 
formed of the name of such officer and may recommend another officer, provided 
that there be another officer eligible for consideration by said board, and if 
necessary the board shall be reconvened for this purpose. 

When the report of the board shall have been approved by the President the 
officers recommended therein shall be deemed eligible for selection and shall in 
accordance with the provisions of this act be advanced to and commissioned in 
the rank for which recommended, and when so commissioned each such officer 
shall be given in his new commission the same date of rank which has been, or in 
due course will be, stated in the commission in such rank of his running mate 
assigned him in accordance with this act: Provided, That a staff officer who is 
recommended for advancement by the report of a selection board approved by the 
President shall be eligible for advancement to a higher rank in his corps under the 
provisions of this act if and when his running mate or an officer junior to such 
running mate has been promoted to that higher rank in the line of the Navy or 
when a vacancy in that rank exists in the line of the Navy which will in due 
course be filled by the promotion of his running mate or an officer junior to his 
running mate: Provided further, That a staff officer selected and advanced in 
accordance with the provisions of this act shall be entitled to the pay and allow- 
ances of the rank to which so advanced from the date stated in his commission, 
but should such date stated in his commission be prior to the date of this act h 
shall be entitled to the pay and allowances of the rank to which so advanced fro 
the date of this act: Provided further, That any officer so selected for advan 
ment shall prior to advancement be subject in all respects to the examinati 
prescribed by law for officers advanced by seniority, and in case of failure to 
the required professional examination such officer shall thereafter be ineligib! 
selection and advancement. Should any such officer fail to pass the re 
physical examination, he shall not be considered, in the event of reti 


entitled to the next higher rank. 


Sec. 4. Hereafter all staff officers in the Navy commissioned prior to March 4, 
19138, when of the same rank as their running mates or of the rank for which their 
running mates have been selected, shall take precedence with all other line and 
staff officers of the same rank from the dates stated in the commissions or which 
in due course will be stated in the commissions of their running mates in said rank. 
Such staff officers of a higher rank than the rank held by their running mates until 
their running mates have been selected for such higher rank shall take precedence with 
all line and staff officers of the rank then held by them in accordance with the date 
stated in the commission of the junior line officer in such higher rank; staff officers of 
a lower rank than the rank held by their running mates shall take precedence with 
all line and staff officers of the same rank in accordance with the dates stated in the 
commissions that had been held by their running mates in such lower rank: 
Provided, That officers having the same rank and the same date of precedence in 
that rank shall take precedence in the following order: (a) Line officer, 
medical officer, (c) officers of the supply corps, (d) chaplains, (e) naval con- 
structors, (f) civil engineers, (g) dental officers: Provided further, That staff 
officers assigned running mates in accordance with this act, if thereafter assigned 
new running mates, shall have with respect to other staff officers who also have 
as their running mates the new running mates so assigned, the precedence held by 
them prior to the assignment of such new running mates. : 

Sec. 5. For the purposes of this act the term “passed over,’ when applied to 
an officer, shall be construed to mean that such officer when eligible for considera- 
tion for selection for permanent advancement has failed to be so selected and an 
officer junior to him in the same rank and branch of the Navy has been selected 
and permanently advanced: Pravided, That no staff officer shall be regarded as 
having been passed over by reason of the advancement to the rank of rear ad- 
miral, prior to July 1, 1918, of an officer junior to him in his corps nor by reason 
of the advancement in rank since that date and prior ‘to the date of this act of 
any officer of his corps not now on the active list of the Navy. 

Sec. 6. Each staff officer commissioned in his corps prior to March 4, 1913, who 
has served continuously on the active list of said corps since that date, and who 
has not lost numbers for any cause since January 1, 1914, or who has not been 
passed over, shall be assigned as his running mate the junior line officer who ap- 
peared above him on the precedence list of the Navy as published in the Navy 
Register of January 1, 1914; each staff officer commissioned on or after March 4, 
1913, now on ‘the active list, who has not lost numbers for any cause or who has 
not been passed over, shall be assigned as his running mate that line officer with 
or next after whom he took precedence when commissioned originally in his corps, 
and with whom he has taken precedence for promotion purposes in accordance 
with the act of August 29, 1916: Provided, That if the/ running mate who would 
be assigned in accordance with the foregoing clauses of this section to any staff 
officer appointed in his corps prior to March 4, 1913, is junior to the running 
mate of any staff officer appointed in the same corps, on or after said date, the 
staff officer first mentioned shall then be assigned as his running mate the run- 
ning mate of the senior staff officer of the same corps now on the active list who 
was appointed on or after March 4. 1913: Provided further, That if the line of- 
ficer assigned as a running mate to a staff officer, in accordance with this section, 
has become separated from the active list, has been passed over, or has for any 
cause lost numbers, a running mate shall be assigned such staff officer who shall 
be the line officer on the active list who, on the date of this act, occupies the 
position on the active list of the Navy next senior to that which would have been oc- 
cupied by the line officer first mentioned had he not become separated from the active 
list, been passed over, or lost numbers: Provided further, That each staff officer 
now on the active list who has been passed over or who has lost numbers for 
any cause since January 1, 1914, and each staff officer appointed on or after 
March 4, 1913, and who has lost numbers between that date and January 1, 1914, 
shall be assigned as his running mate the running mate of the next senior staff 
officer now on the active list of the same corps, but should such running mate be 
senior to the running mate who would otherwise under this section have been as- 
signed the staff officer who has been passed over, or lost numbers, as aforesaid, 
such staff officer shall be assigned as his running mate the line officer who would 
have been his running mate under this section had he not been passed over or lost 
numbers: And provided further, That any officer of a staff corps of the Navy ad- 
vanced to the rank of rear admiral prior to July 1, 1918, shall have as his run- 
ning mate that line officer who shall be the running mate of the officer in his own 
corps next junior to such staff officer on the date of this act or thereafter until 
such time as the line officer who would otherwise be assigned as the running mate 
of such staff officer in accordance with this Act becomes his running mate. 

Sec. 7. Hereafter each staff officer, when first commissioned in the Navy, shall 
have assigned as his running mate that line officer who at the time is the junior 
officer of the rank in which the staff officer is commissioned: Provided, That a 
line officer hereafter transferred to a staff corps shall retain the rank and date of 
commission in such rank held by him at the time of such transfer and shall have 
assigned as his running mate that line officer immediately above him in the Navy 
at the time of such transfer. 

Sec. 8. Should the running mate assigned a staff officer be separated fror the 
active list, or for amy cause lose numbers, a new running mate shall be assigned 
such staff officer who shall be the line officer next senior to such former running 
mate, or the line officer next junior if such former running mate was the senior 
officer in the rank concerned. : 

Sec. 9. When a staff officer is advanced whose running mate has not been se- 
lected such staff officer shall have assigned as a new running mate the line of- 
ficer who is selected and promoted next senior to his former running mate: Pro- 
vided, That should his running mate be the senior officer in the rank from which 
said staff officer is advanced, such staff officer shall have assigned as his new run- 
ning mate the senior line officer recommended for selection by the immediately pre- 
ceding line selection board as approved by the President. 

Sec. 10. If the running mate of a staff officer be promoted to a higher rank and 
such staff officer be considered by a selection board for such rank but fail to be 
selected for advancement thereto, by the report of such board as approved by the 
President, such staff officer shall have assigned as his new running mate the line 
officer not promoted who was next senior to his former running mate in the rank 
in which the staff officer remains; if there remain in that rank no line officer who 
was senior therein to such former running mate, such staff officer shall not have 
assigned a new running mate but shall retain his former running mate who has 
been promoted: Provided, That if subsequently selected such staff officer when ad- 
vanced shall have assigned as a new running mate the senior line officer in the 
rank to which advanced who was promoted to that rank upon recommendation of 
the line selection board immediately succeeding the last staff selection board which 
considered such staff officer but did not recommend him for advancement in its 
repor approved by the President: Provided further, That the foregoing pro-

Each such board appointed to recommend staff officers for advancement to the 
rank of rear admiral shall recommend for advancement to such rank in the corps 
for which it was appointed, from such staff officers of the next lower rank in 
said corps who are eligible for consideration by such board in accordance with 
this act, such officers, not to exceed the number furnished it by the Secretary of 
the Navy, as according to its judgment, its oath, and the terms of the certificate 
herein required should be advanced to the next higher rank. The number so com- 
puted and furnished such board by the Secretary of the Navy shall be that number 
of officers which if advanced to the rank of rear admiral in the corps concerned 
will make the total number of staff officers on the active list of said corps in the 
rank of rear admiral, exclusive of additional numbers in said rank, 61 per centum 
of the total number of officers on the active list of said corps of the ranks of rear 
admiral and captain, exclusive of additional numbers in said ranks, whose running 
mates or line officers junior to such running mates have been promoted to the 
rank of rear admiral or have been recommended for such promotion by the report 
of a selection board which has heretofore been approved by the President: Provided, 
That the number to be furnished such board by the Secretary of the Navy shall 
not exceed that number of officers which if advanced to the rank of rear admiral 
in the corrs concerned would make the total number of officers on the active list 
in that rank and corps more than the maximum number prescribed for said rank 
and corps by section 1 of this act. 

Each such board appointed to recommend staff officers for advancement to the 
rank of captain shall recommend for advancement to such rank in the corps for 
which it was appointed, from such staff officers of the next lower rank in said 
corps who are eligible for consideration in accordance with section 14 of this act, 
such officers not to exceed the number furnished it by the Secretary of the Navy, 
as according to its judgment, its oath, and the terms of the certificate herein re- 
quired, should be advanced to the next higher rank. The number so computed 
and furnished such board by the Secretary of the Navy shall be that number of 
officers which, if advanced to the rank of captain in the corps concerned, will make 
the total number of staff officers on the active list in the rank of captain of said 
corps, exclusive of additional numbers in said rank, 91 per centum of the total 
number of officers on the active list of said corps of the ranks of captain and com-

such application was submitted within one year prior to the date that they would 
have become eligible for consideration by a selection board: Provided, That the 
number to be furnished such board by the Secretary of the Navy shall not ex- 
ceed that number of officers which, if advanced to-the rank of rear admiral in the 
corps concerned, would make the total number of officers on the active list in that 
rank and corps more than the maximum number prescribed for said rank and 
corps by section 1 of this act.
